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A MIGHTY DEMONSTRATION 


IN HONOR OF THE PRESIDENT 
AND MRS. CLEVELAND. 
SCENES OF ENTHUSIASM SUCH AS ST. 
LOUIS NEVER BEFORE WITNESSED— 

A BUSY DAY FOR ALL. 

St. Lovis, Oct. 3.—A reception was giv- 
@n to President Cleveland by the people of St. 
Louis to-day that can never be effaced from his 
memory. Big and little, old and young, white 
and black, Republicans and Democrats, honored 
him. It was one tremendous welcome from 7 
o'clock in the morning until midnight. 

The first thing on the programme this morn- 
ing wasa visit to the fair grounds, where the 
great fair is now in progress. The Presidential 
party was accompanied by a large Reception 
Committee, and when the grounds were reached, 
about 10 o’clock, the President and Mra. Cleve- 
land were treated to a pleasant surprise. Inthe 
centre of the grounds is a great amphitheatre 
that will seat 30,000 persons. Twenty-four 
thousand school children were seated in the 
place and when the President’s carriage entered 
the arena agreat infantile shout arose. The 
carriage made the circuit once and then halted 
and the President was presented to the members 
of the School Board. The 24,000 school children 
then sang a school melody and chorus, at the 
conclusion of which five little tots, none over 6, 
walked demurely up to Mrs. Cleveland and 
presented her with a massive floral shield. 
The President took them up and shook hands 
with them, and Mrs. Cleveland kissed and 
hugged them. The party then drove from 
the amphitheatre through the grounds. At 11 
o'clock the procession wheeled out of the 
grounds and Mrs. Cleveland was taken in charge 
by a number of ladies who tendered her a 
luncheon at Mrs. M. F. Scanlon’s. The object- 
ive point of the gentlemen was the Merchants’ 
Exchange. The reception at this great hall of 
commerce was the most enthusiastic, the most 
demonstrative, and the most gratifying to Mr. 
Cleveland, as a man, that he ever received. The 
public excitement over his presence culminated 
in the great hall in a scene that even the 
climaxes of the national political conventions of 
the past decade could not equal. It was a wel- 


come thatthe most confident of the Reception 
Committee had not expected. It was volcanic 
in its action, and its irresistible force touched 
the President so deeply that when he arose to 
make bis address the moisture in his eyes be- 
trayed his emotion. 

Twelve o’clock was the hour set for the formal 
reception and no one was late. The trath is that 
in order to be on hand, many hundreds started 
tor the hall immediately after breakfast. Third- 
street was crowded all the morning, and at 11 
o'clock, when Capt. Frangel arrived with a large 
detail of police, he found pienty of work before 
him. The big stairway was cleared and it was 
then seen that some beautiful floral effects had 
been produced. A profusion of tropical plants 
lined each side of the steps and the wide cor- 
ridor leading to the foot of the twin stairways 
near the centre of the building. The space be- 
tween these plants, all the way to the street, 
was Kept clear. The other entrances to the build- 
ing were notobstructed by police and the people 

,oured in and up the wide stairways to the hail. 
n the reading room and Secretary’s office, the 
couple of hundred members of the Reception 
Committee, the State Democratic Committee, 
the Directors of the Exchange and the State Re- 
ception Committee, who acted with the city, 
assembled, ali wearing white Cleveland badges 
with the gold initial **C.” There was also pres- 
ent half a hundred of the leading Republicans 
of the State, aud they were just as enthusiastic 
as the Democrats. It was 12:10 when the 
throng was apprised of the President’s arrival 
by a mighty sbout from the crowd on Third- 
Street. A few minutes later he entered the 
reading room on the arm of Mayor Francis, fol- 
lowed closely by Col. Lamont and Mr. Bis- 
sell The President was met by Mr. Gaien- 
nie, of the Exchange, and conducted to 
the eastern side of the room. As he 
took his place every head was bared and there 
was a minute of deafening applause which the 
President acknowledged with a bow. Mr. Gaien- 
aie then instructed the gentlemen to come up on 
the left sideof the room, down the right and 
into the hall through the Secretary’s office. The 
President had a kindly smile on his face. 

After the President’s arm had been worked 
industriously for haif an hour'the end came, and 
& space was cleared for an entrance to the big 
hall. The President and Mayor led the column, 
followed by Mr. Lamont and Mr. Bissell, and 
then the rest fell in as best they could. The 
crush in the reading room was frightful. The 
furniture was wrecked and the greatest 
contusion prevailed. The party entered the 
Exchange through the double windows in the 
Secretary's office, and when the President was 
discovered @ tremendous shout arose from 
10,000 throats. There was hardly standing 
room on the main fioor. The _ scores 
of tables in the north end had been 
utilized and were crowded with people. Seats 
had been constructed around the north and east 
sides of the hall and were occupied by ladies. 
The zailery was gay with colors and like the 
fioof, crowded, but chiefly with ladies. As the 
procession marched toward the rostrum ladies 
waved their handkerchiefs, gentlemen threw up 
their silk hats, and everybody yelled. The fount- 
ain was decorated with flowers and suspended 
above was the must striking object in the room. 
This was a large floral globe composed of the 
choicest flowers and suspended by invisible 





Wires from the galleries. The intima- 
tion was that the President could have 
the earth. As the city’s guest reached 


the rostrum, the applause broke out again and 
continued until he was seated and until the Re- 
ception Committee filled the stage. Mr. Bissell 
took a seat on the left of the President, and 
the Mayor, Mr. Gaiennie, and Col. Lamont on 
the right. As Mr. Gaiennie rapped for order the 
President gazed up and down over the vast 
thronpz. Nearly half of the heads were bald or 
gray, but theireyes twinkled joyously. There 
oever before was such a crowd in the 
hall, and probably there never will be 
again. Immediately in front of the President 
sat the Americus Club, of Peoria, Ll.,in silk hats 
and an abundance of enthusiasm. In response 
to Mr. Gaiennie’s hammering, order was re- 
stored, and the President of the Exchange in- 
troduced Mayor Francis, who was received 
with applause, and in turn introduced the Presi- 
dent. When the President arose the scene here- 
tofore referred to was enacted. First there was 
@ great shout, and then flags, hats, canes, and 
handkerchiefs were tossed in the air. The ap- 
plause increased, and then the climax came ina 
simuitaneous deafening “ burrah” that rebound- 
ed from the great root and spread itself out over 
@ Square mile of the city. ‘The President was 
Visibly affected, and when, in a few minutes, 
order was restored, the President, in a clear, 
penetrating voice, said: 

“If I am expected to make an extended 
speech on this occasion, I am atraid that I shall 
isappoint you; and this I should be sorry to do, 
after having succeeded at last, through much 
tribulation, in standing face to face with my St. 
Louis friends. The tribulation of which I speak 
has arisen from the extreme kindness of a vast 
number of the Ainerican people and the cordial 
invitations they have tendered me to stop and 
see them on my way to you. Your city was 
the objective point of my travel in this 
direction, but it has sometimes seemed to me 
that every town between Washington and here 
has been represented as beiug directly 
on my route, aud it has been hard to convince 
their kind and euthusiastic citizens that it would 
not be entirely easy, within the time at my dis- 

sal, to pay them a visit My own inclination 
eading me inthe direction of their desires, it 
has been a difficult matter to resist their impor- 
tunities, but Ihave made up my mind that the 
people of St. Louis are to biame tor the entire 
perpen and disappointment whicn this latter 

as caused, for it was through them that I was 
induced to leave home at all. 

“Texpect that anyibing I might say concern- 
ing your State or city in the way of laudation or 
congratulation would hardly equal your own 
estimate of these subjects. I believe there was 
# time when St. Louis was a determined and 
jealous rival of Chicago. I don’t know whether 
this condition continues or not, but I hope it 
does. While you cau hardly expect lookers-on 
to take sides in such a contest, We are interested 
to the extent that sucha struggle adds to the 
growth and improvement of the country at 
large. Both of these cities exemplify in a won- 
derful degree how completely and how speedily 
American energy and business ingenuity utilize 
every available element of municipal growth, 
aud how every useful type of the world’s popu- 
lation is assimilated to the grand purposes of 
American expansion. I am here reminded 
of what I suppose to be the fact, 
that more than one-half your voters are 
of foreign birth and parentage. The 
growth and increase of your city in every way 
indicate, I think, that the condition of your 
population thus made apparent is by no 
means to be deprecated, and my observation 
during a long residence in a city similarly sit- 
uated has led me to know the value to any 
commupity of the industrious, frugal, and 
thrifty men and women who come from foreign 
lands to tind new homes with us, who invest 
themcelves with our citizenship, and who are 
Satistied and content with the freedom of our 
Goveruinent and with our Jaws and institu- 
tions. The line is easily drawn between them 
and the non-assimilating immigrants who seek 
our shores solely for purposes involving dis 
turbance and disadvantage to our body politic. 
I hope I may without impropriety say this 
































































much in recognition of what has been done 
for 8t. Louis by its naturalized citizens as well 
in remembrance of many kind and valued friends 
and associates of former days. 

“IT deem myseif especially fortunate In per | 
with you ata time when the manufactures anc 
products of your city and the surrounding coun- 
try are on exhibition. At your fair, one of the 
largest in the country, those who seek the best 
and surest evidence of your substantial pros- 
perity may well be satisfied. Here I shall see 
the things which are conclusive proof of thrilt 
and wealth and comfortable homes. I hope to 
see besides while here certain features of your 
city’s life which just at this time are unusually 
displayed, and which establish the fact that the 
people of St. Louis, with all their business en- 
gagements and with all their toil and stirring 
trade, are not averse to pleasure and enjoyment. 
I hope that you will find your visitors to be in- 
terested sightseers, and of ail things you may be 
assured, however much you may impress us with 
the greatness of your city, we are certain to have 
our hearts filled witha grateful appreciation of 
the kindness and hospitality of your people.” 

Frequently during the speech the President 
was interrupted with applause, and at one 
period a voice shouted “Hurrah for Grover 
Cleveland,” and the hurrah was given with a 
will. The reference tothe estimation in which 
the city is held by its people provoked a loud 
laugh. The point against the Anarchists was 
appiauded, and at the conclusion the applause 
was again tremendous. There were loud cries 
for “ Lamont,” but the band struck up “ Dixie” 
and the party left the stage the same way it 
entered. The struggle to leave the building was 
a desperate one. The people crowded around 
the President shouting ‘Cleveland is the man,” 
“Veto the pension grabbers,” &c, 

If the scene at the Merchants’ Exchange was 
impressive, what must have been the President’s 
opinion of the multitudes at the Lindell Hotel, 
where the public reception was held between the 
hours of 3 and 6 o’clock? At3 o’clock 40,000 
men and women filled Washington-avenue, Sixth 
and Seventh streets. The hotel lobby, stairway, 
and pariors were already crowded, and it re- 
quired a hundred policemen to keep the people 
from bursting in through doors and windows. 
The President lunched at the hotel, anda few 
minutes before 3 o’clock he and Mrs. Cleveland 
prepared for the ordeal. The ladies’ parlor was 
taken possession of, and Mrs. Cleveland, be- 
tween Mayor Francis and Judge Hough, 
formed a line near the door. The President 
was beside the Mayor, and in a semicircle 
just in the rear were the 8t. Louis ladies 
who assisted Mrs. Cleveland. Opposite the 
President and his wife was the_ special 
reception committee. A nuinber of ladies who 
had held their places since morning were the 
firstin when the doors were opened. Then the 
stream of people poured through for three 
hours, and at the end of that time not more than 
one-half of the crowd had entered. Durin 
these three hours the yelling, pushing, an 
crowding on the streets were terrific. Ladies 
fainted in the ranks, and the police once or 
twice haa to use force to keep the men back. 

It was 7:30 o’clock when the Presidential 
party, accompanied by some of the local Re- 
ception Committee, left the Lindell for a drive 
through the illuminated streets. Washington- 
aventie was ablaze and the beautiful Cleveland 
arch, at the intersection of Fourth-street, was a 
bit of dazzling architecture that called forth 
many expressions of admiration. The portrait 
of the President was universally admired, and 
the sentiment, ‘‘ Public Office is a Public Trust,” 
stood outin living flames. At Sixth-street the 

arty turned to Olive and then east on Olive to 

roadway. The scene on Broadway north and 
south of Olive-street resembled a picture from 
fairyland. The graceful arches that spanned 
the thoroughfare for a mile were all aglow, 
myriads of colored globes ftiashed forth all the 
hues of the rainbow, and both the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland were outspoken in their ex- 
pressions of delight. The carriages drove north 
on Broadway to Franklin-avenue, then east to 
Fourth-street and south on Fourth. Here the 
profusion of colored lights proauced enchanting 
effects. As the President passed under the 
cathedral glass portrait of Lincoln he lifted his 
hat. When Walnut-street was reached aturn 
was taken to Broadway, and then the party pro- 
ceeded to Olive and west on Olive to the Exposi- 
tion. The streets were crowded with people 
and carriages, and the President was cheered 
loudly along the whole route. At Olive and 
Sixth and Olive and Broadway the crowd was 
so dense that the police had to force a passage. 
Atthe Southern Hotel a great crowd congre- 
gated, and a tremendous cheer was given. This 
was taken up and passed from lip to lip until 
the Exposition Building, a mile away, was 
reached. 

The drive had consumed more time than was 
expected, and it was almost 9 o’clock when the 
carriages drew up atthe main entrance to the 
Exposition, on Olive-street. The great building 
was packed tosuifocation, and itis estimated that 
50,000 people found standing room in the 
naves, halls, and in the big auditorium of the 
music hall, More than one-half were ladies, and 
so desperate was the crush about the en- 
trance to the Music Hall that’ several 
ladies fainted. The doors to the hall 
were thrown open at 7:30 o’clock, and in 
10 minutes the 3,600 seats were occupied 
and another 1,000 men and women took pos- 
session of the aisies, doorways, and ante- 
rooms. The 35,000 who failed to get imto the 
Music Hall swarmed around the exhibits, and 
at 8:30 o’clock so aense was the throng 
that locomotion was impossible and the 
great mass assembled was _ forced to 
stand still. The galleries were taken possession 
of ealiy in the evening, and the multitude above 
watched the solid mass beneath and waited ex- 
pectantly. The waiting was wearisome, and 
thousands in different parts of the build- 
ing thought the President was already in 
the building or had fled in terror upon 
first sight of the crowd. When tnis latter suspi- 
cion was approaching a certainty a great shout 
was heard far away toward Olive-street. It 
grew Jouder and louder, and culminated 
in a roof-raising cheer as the Presidential party 
reached the top of the terrace steps on Olive- 
street. A detail of police under Capt. Frangel 
forced a passage for the Presidential party, and 
the people willingly did what they could 
to make room. Goy. Stanard, Col. Joseph 
Hill, Leopold Methudy, Sam Kennard, Ellis 
Wainwright, R. M. Scruggs, and L. D. 
Kingsland metthe party at the door and formed 
in line with them. The ladies who met Mra. 
Cleveland were Mrs. Samuel Kennard, Mrs. 


E}lis Wainwri¢eht, Mrs. C. H. Turner, 
and Mrs. Charles Hoyle. Goy. Stanard

The column moved down the west nave, 
around the Fourteenth-street entrance, 
through the north nave, then south 


to a point opposite the side entrance to the 
Music Hall, Then a sharp turn to the right 
was made and amid deafening applause 
the President eutered the great hall. In 
the circuit of the building which was 
almost made every one had an opportunity to 
see the President and his wife. Mrs. Cleveland 
was at her best, aud smiled and nodded from 
side to side. All the gentlemen walked with 
heads uncovered. 

In the Music Hall Gilmore gave a special 
musical programme. The President’s and Mrs. 
Cleveland’s portraits in cathedral glass were ex- 
hibited on the stage, and when the “Shower of 
Roses” was played a shower of genuine roses 
came down from the flies and fell on the por- 
traits. This provoked five minutes of applause. 

While the President was at the Exposition the 
great parade in his honor was forming. The 
utmost efforts had been put forth to 
make this festival a success. Every Cleve- 
land man in the city was called upon 
to constitute himself a committee of one thus to 


honor the President. All the small eities 
and towns’ within 100 miles of St. 
Louis were represented by strong. dele- 
gations, and fully 20,000 men, nearly 


ali wearing white hats and carrying canes, 
made up the procession. Five thousand 
of the men were mounted and wore 
sashes of the national colors. The Presi- 
dent reached the Lindell at 10:30, and, 
accompanied by Mrs. Cleveland, the Mayor, 


and the Reception Committee, reviewed 
the great parade. The column was 
led by a detail of 100 mounted police, 


with Postlewaite’s band and the Liederkranz 
Society came next, and then the members of the 
Hendricks Democratic Association. Then came 
the first grand division, representing the Eighth 
Congressional District and composed of the 
regular Democratic organizations, The second 
grand division represented the Ninth Con- 
gressional District. The third division included 
both the Tenth Congressional District and the 
clubs from adjacent country districts. Among 
the mottoes were “No Tuttle about. us,” 
** Don’t make a wish or else you'll make the Re- 
publican Party,” ‘* Grover Cieveland for 1883.” 
“After 24 years, victory.” “God _ bless 
Cleveland, Commander-in-Chief] of our Army 
and Navy,” “This is the banner we 
march under,” and so on. Many of the bands 
played ‘Dixie’ and were cheered loudly 
along the line. The procession moved down 
Fourth street to Walnut, west to Broadway, 
north to Washington-avenue, and west 
to Twelfth-street. A stand was erected on 
Vashington-avenue opposite the Lindell bal- 
cony. On reaching this point Postlewaite’s 
band and the Liederkranz Singing Society 
left the column and mounted the stand, which 
Was gayly decorated with flags and bunting, 
The avenue was densely packed with 


Spec- 
tators, and it was impossible for some 
time for the police to force an opening 
for the parade. Each division made a 


halt of 10 minutes at this point, the band

Richard Trevelly concluded the morning session 
with a short speech pledging the-order to the 
support of American principles and American 
institutions. The convention then took a recess 
until 8 o’elock. 

The great hall, capable of seating 15,000 
people, was crowded at the time of the opening 
of the evening exercises. On the platform were 
the prominent leaders of the organization, J. P. 
McGoughey, Secretary of the Co-Operative 
Board, and a prominent Minneapolis Knight, 
presided, and made a brief opening address. 
General Master Workman Powderly’s address 
on “The World as Knighthood Would Make It” 
was received with unbounded enthusiasm. It 
was as follows: 


Mk. CHAIRMAN: You have just told this immense 
audience that I would tell them what the world 
would be did knighthood have the making of it. I 
will tell you nothing of the kind. I cannot. I will 
say buta few: words. My condition is not what I 
would like to have it to discuss so large a subject. I 
come here tired out. I have been busy for weeks. [ 
prefer tu be only a spectator among you, The world 
as knighthood would make it would take up more 
time than [ could give 1t here to-night, 

“Thy will be done; Thy kingdom come." These 
are the words spoken by ali denominations in pray- 
er. Doyou mean what you say in these words? 
Men say the Knights can never attain what is 
aimed atin their declaration of principles. Then 
tuey go to church and pray for better things than 
the Knights ever dreamed of. Knighthood would 
not pave the streets with gold. ‘lhe men who pray 
that this earth be made as the kingdom of heaven 
would deny usa place in 1@islative hails. These 
places are not the kingdom of heaven. The men 
who make these prayers lie when they make them. 
Flas 4 are hypocrites. The Knights of Labor respect 
the law, and they intend to take a hand in making 
the laws. 

How many millionaires are there in this room to- 
night? (Laughter.} Not one. Well, how many 
mInen and women of moderate means? I would not 
ask you tostand up,for that would putyou all on 
your feet. We intend to educate our people so that 
they will be able to go there, ‘They should be edu- 
cated so that they will beable ana fit to take high 
positions in life. Our organization 1s not a partisan 
organization, but in the true sense of the wora it is 
& political organization. The man who studies with 
us will be able to vote Locewontiy. If he isnot, there 
is something wrong with his head. We arean organi- 
zation. Nothing ever is still but acorpse. We have 
* kickers.” When one bad man kicks there are a 
thousand good men and women to resent that kick: 
I say all hail to the kickers! 

I have been taken to task on a few things. I 
want tosay a few things on immigration. it has 
been charged that 1 did not favor immigration. It 
isa mistake. Iam of foreign birth myself. I was 
not born early enough to keep my father from com- 
ing to this country. I would not have done so if I 
could. I have no objection to foreign immigration. 
Itavor it. Every land grant company has its im- 
migration agents. ‘They bring in all manner of 
foreiguers. If one of these poor creatures raises 
his hand, not against law—tor he knows none— 
but against what he sees just before him, he is 
called an Anarcishist ana is punished, while the 
men who loaded these poor creatures on this coun- 
try go scot tree. (Thunderous applause.}] I hate 
Anarchy and | hate Anarchists. How can the child 
reared in poverty, squalor, ignorance, and vice grow 
os to respect the institutions of this country ? 

hen I say stop the agent of the ‘steamship com- 

pany, take home the agent of the land company, stop 
importing foreign paupers, let only those come to 
vur free America who come of their own will to 
make their homes here, is that saying anything 
against a foreigner? (Cries of “No,” “\No.”] I thought 
you’d say so. Thisis why Iam called a crank on 
the immigration question. 
I aim also called a crank on the temperance ques- 
tion. I may be a crank on this question, but [am 
not ashamed to say that I would far rather see aman 
asober man than adrunkard. It is better toeducate 
our children to be temperate than to be drunkards. 
There’s not a man living who will say that it’s right 
to bring iuto tae home that which damns the head of 
the family. There are those who have threatened to 
leave the order because of my position on this ques- 
tion. I say to all who would withdraw for such a 
cause, “Go.’’ Vl trust the fate of this Nation with 
sober men and women. I'll never take back one 
word of what I have said on the temperance ques- 
tion, sohelp me God. The time will come when the 
workers of ail kinds and classes will be banded to- 
gether for a commou purpose. 

Coming to this city, I picked up this morning a 
paper in whieh I foundaline; *'Tom Armstrong, 
the editor of the National Labor Tribune, is dead.”

PROPOSED FARMERS’ INSTITUTES.

A NEW HELIO-TELEGRAPH. 

Troy, N. Y., Oct. 3.—Lient. John P. Findlay, 
Assistant Chief Signal Officer, United States Army, 
has been in this city since Friday,superintending the 
completion and testing of a new helio-telegraph in- 
strumentof which he is theinventor. The machine is 
applicabio to any code,and the arrangements are such 
as (to preclude an error in the sendiug or receiving of 
a dispatch without gross negligence on the part of the 
operator. It cousists of a double mirror by day or 
two powerful lights by night,arranged al the ends of 
a bar. The tlashes are made by keys and levers, a dot 
being sent by a single light and a dash by two lights 
combined. The instrument combines the telescope 
level and signaling apparatus im one, insiead of the 
separate instruments heretofore in use. Modifica- 
tions of the instrument fit it for use in fortifications 
andincoast survey work. Lieut. Findlay leaves 
Troy for Washington to-night. Thisis the first in- 
strument constructed in accordance with his plans, 
and he is satistied with its working.

THE STRUGGLE OF BALTIMORE’S INDE- 
PENDENT DEMOCRATS. 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 3.—To-day, to-morrow, 
and Wednesday are the last days of registration. 
The Reform League has determired to thwart 
any attempt at fraud, and announces that 


the first attempt at crookedness'§ in 
striking off names from the registration 
books will result in arrests, and that all the 


machinery of the courts will be used against the 
offending parties. In each registration office 
are agents of the league, with books, not- 
ing every change made, and the names 


of all voters are being carefully inspected. After 
Wednesday all the Judges except Judge Dennis, 
who 1s an unopposed candidate for re-election, 
will sit for the hearing of registration cases. 
There are thousands of names to be stricken off. 
The independent Democrats are giving their 
time and their money to this work. It is purely 
and entirely a fight for fair elections and polit- 
ical cleanliness. 

A strong effort is being made by the other side 
to create the impression that it is a fight against 
President Cleveland’s Administration, THE 
TIMEs's correspondent has talked with the lead- 
ers among these independent Democrats, who 
are all leading citizens, and without exception 
they declare that they are Cleveland men, 
and that the present fight is for an honest 
election law and against the polities repre- 
sented by Gorman, Rasin, and Higgins. Mr. 
8S. Teackle Wallis, the leader of the Balti- 
more Bar and one of the most prominent 
of the independent Democrats, said in reply to 
the assertion that the question was whether or 
not President Cleveland should be _ in- 
dorsed: ‘‘Everybody knows that this is 
not true.

Did I have the confidence of Grover Cleve- 
land I would say to him that he 
could not stand upon a more unstable founda- 
tion than the ring Democracy of Mary- 
land. They would sell him in a_mo- 
ment as they betrayed and _ trafficked 
Mr. Bayard, and if they could not do 
any better they would rent him. There 
is no anti-Clevelandism here. The only issue is 
free suffrage, a fair election, and an honest 
count.

The Knights of Labor to-night, by a vote of 75 
to 7, adopted strong resolutions against Sen- 
ator E. E. Jackson, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, and decided to distribute 
10,000 circulars directed against him through 
the city and State. The action affects all of 
Maryland, and arrays the Knights of Labor 
solidly against Mr, Jackson. The labor vote 
here has always been Democratic, and the polit- 
ical effect will be extensive. 





FORAKER AND LEE ARE OUT. 





A LITTLE BREEZE ABOUT EXTRADI- 
TION PAPERS. 

CoLumBuws, Onio, Oct 3.—Goy. Lee, of 
Virginia, appears to be thirsting for notoriety. 
He is giving out information to the effect that 
the Governor of Ohio has repeatedly refused to 
honor requisitions for the transfer of criminals 
from this State to Virginia. In point of fact but 
two requisitions have been received from Vir- 
ginia since Gov. Foraker came into office. The 
first was for a Columbus man, and was refused 
because, as the Governor says, “‘ the papers, on 


their face, showed the prosecution to be a black- 
mailing scheme.” The other requisition was 
for Odell. The first requisition for him was 
honored, and he was arrested at Hamilton and 
taken before a Democratic Judge, ‘who released 
him on his own recognizance in order that he 
might come and see the Governor personally, 
present his case, and endeavor to have the war- 
rant revoked. This he did, the Governor re- 
voking the order temporarily until hecould have 
more time to look into the case, as he was about 
to leave the city. When he returned he ex- 
amined the papers and found that they did not 
comply with the statutes of Ohio in very im- 
portant particulars. He submitted the matter 
to the Attorney-General, and on the advice of 
that official refused to honor the requisition. 

The facts were transmitted to Gov. Lee with 
a full statement of the requirements of the Ohio 
laws. Indue time another requisition was re- 
ceived from Virginia for Odeli as defective as 
the first, and which was, of course, refused for 
the same reason. The Sheriff who came with 
the requisition visited the Governor’s oflice, 
and, on hearing an explanation of the matter, 
exonerated the Ohio officials entirely as doing 
simply what the law required of them. He even 
condemned his own State officials for sending 
him out with such defective papers. This same 
Sheriff is now quoted as berating Gov. Foraker 
for defeating the extradition of Odell. Gov. 
Foraker has addressed a long letter to Gov. 
Lee, which is likely to bring the affair to a crisis 
very speedily. :

KISSANE GUES FREE. 





THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS 
ERNS HIS CASE. 

San Francisco, Oct. 3.—By a ruling of 
Judge Sawyer, of the United Statss Circuit 
Court, to-day the case against William Kissane, 
which achieved such wide notoriety owing to 
the career of Kissane at the East, was practical- 
ly ruled out of court under the Statute of Limita- 
tions. Judge Sawyer sustained the demurrer in- 
terposed by Kissane to the suit commenced by 


the Chemical National Bank of New-York, which 
in effect dismissed this suit or any others that 
may be commenced against Kissane, known in 
Calitornia as William K. Rogers. 

The progress of the venture of the bank has 
been closely watched. Judgment was asked for 
$4,230 and interest at 7 per cent. frum Aug, 30, 
1854, amounting to about $14,000. The officers 
of the bank claimed to have lost that sum 
through a swindle conducted by Kissane, Ly- 
man Cole, and Andrew Finely. The wanderings 
of Rogers in Nicaragua and this State were set 
forth, and the bank asked that Rogers be re- 
strained from setting up the Statute of Limuta- 
tions to prevent the progress of the suit. Judge 
Sawyer, in rendering his decision, reviewed 
the circumstances of the case and in a few 
words announced that the bill of demurrer was 
sustained. The complaint he deemed insufiicient 
apd stale, and no reasouabie cause existed for 
granting the restraining order. He said that 
after being discharged Kissane was at all times 
liable to suit until the operation of the Statute 
of Limitations. The bank neglected to commence 
an action. The pleaof the plaintiffs to tne ef- 
tect that the statutes should not apply because 
Kissane’s whereabouts were unknown was dis- 
regarded. Judge Sawyer said that even if Kis- 
saue did disguise himself and assume an alias it 
did not disbar him from having a full benelit of 
the statute.

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MRS. STEVENS VERY ANGRY 


WANTING TWO OF HER (CO- 
EXECUTORS REMOVED. 

HER COMPLAINTS OF THE MANAGEMENT 
OF MR. MELCHER AND THAT GEN- 


TLEMAN’S PLEASANT EXPLANATION, 
The fame of Mrs. Paran Stevens in the 
annals of the litigation of New-York, Massa- 
chusetts, and Rhode Island is already as firmly 
established as most persons would really desire 
for themselves; but she evidently proposes to 
fix iton adamantine foundations for all time by 
the suit which she began yesterday in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court for this county. She modestly 
asks Surrogate Rollins to remove John 8. 
Melcher and Charles G. Stevens from their 
places as Trustees and Executors under the will 
of her husband, upon the ground that they are 
incompetent and unfaithful stewards. If the 
statements of herself and of Mr. Melcher can bo 
relied upon, Mrs. Stevens has put on foot some 
very sensational proceedings, which will inter- 
est the courts and the public for some time to 
come. 


Mrs. Stevens was the second wife of Paran 
Stevens. He was 49 and she was 26 when they 
were married. He died in 1872, leaving an es- 
tate which is worth somewhere near $4,000,000. 
By his will his widow, John S. Melcher, who 
married Ellen, his only child by his first wife; 
Charles G. Stevens, of Clinton, Mass., and 
George F. Richardson. of Lowell, who married 
Miss Reed, a sister of Mrs. Stevens the second, 


were made his Executors. To his widow he be- 
queathed $100,000 outright, the use of 
his residence, 244 Fifth-avenue, and its 
contents, the use of his _ villa at 
Newport and its contents, and of the 
stable 3 East Twenty-eighth-street for life. The 
stable5 East Twenty-eighth-street he gave ber 
during his life. He also bequeathed her the in- 
come of $1,000,000 for life. Ihe Trustees of all 
these bequests to her are Charles G. Stevens and 
George I. Richardson. The rest of his property 
was also left in trusts to Mrs. Stevens, Mr. 
Meicher, and the other Executors for the life use 
of Mrs. Melcher, Mary Fisk Stevens, now Mrs. Ar- 
thur Paget, of England, and of Henry Stevens, 
now dead. Mary, or Mirnie, as she was gener- 
ally called, and Henry, or Harry, were Mr. Ste- 
vens’s children by his second wife. Mra. Melcher 
has onechild,ason. Mrs. Paget has two children, 
a boy andagirl. If they live, at some time one- 
halfof all the property which Paran Stevens 
left in trust will go to Mrs. Melcher’s child, and 
the other half to Mrs. Paget’s children. Neither 
Mrs. Stevens, nor Mrs. Paget, nor Mrs. Melcher 
can touch or dispose of one centof the principal. 
Mrs. Stevens is about 60 years old. Mrs. 
Melcher, about 45; Mrs. Paget, 32. Her hus- 
band isan oflicer in one of the Queen’s regi- 
ments of household troops. He has little or no 
income of his own, but he and his family live on 
an allowonce of $20,000 a year, made him by 
Mrs. Stevens in pursuance of an ante-nuptial 
agreement. 

The property is substantially intact, very little 
of it having been divided among the trusts. It 
comprises some of the finest pieces of real es- 
tate in this city—the Ninth Regiment Armory, 
the Victoria Hotel, the large lots on the south. 
east corner of Fifth-avenue and Thirty-seventh- 
street, and on the southeast corner of Fifth- 
avenue and Forty-fourth-street, buildings on 
Broadway, near Forty-sixth-street, and other 
realestate. There are also twu large stores in 
State-street block, and a house in Tremont- 
place, in Boston. The personalty of the estate 
is probably not more than $200,000. When Mr. 
Stevens died he owned an interestin the busi- 
ness of the Fifth-Avenue and, perhaps, other 
hotels; but the Executors sold them out and in- 
vested the proceeds. 

Mrs. Stevens, in her application to the Surro- 
cate, makes sweeping charges both in her owu 
behalf and of her daughter, Mrs. Paget. She re- 
cites a good deal of the loug and eventful litiga- 
tion which has taken place between her and her 
co-executors, and accuses Mr. Melcher in par- 
ticular of incompetency and unbusinesslike 
methods. Much bad feeling, she charges, has 
beer caused by the obnoxious acts of Mr. 
Melcher. She declares that it was only after 
bitter contention that the million dollars of 
property which her husband left in trust for her 
use Was set apart. This is the way in which, 
she avers, the allotment was finally settled:

Mrs. Stevens charges that the grossly reckless 
aud improvident management of the estate by 
Mr. Meicher and Mr. Stevens has greatly re- 
duced the value of the estate; that she herself 
has been shamefully imposed upon and forced 
into costly and unnecessary lawsuits; that Mr. 
Melcher has wrongfully converted a part of 
the estate to the use of his wife; that he 
has assumed sole charge of the books 
and papers. of the estate, and has 
declined to let her have access to them; that he 
kept the door of the office chained to keep her 
out, and uniformly denied her admittance; that 
he permitted a woman named Gibbons, who was 
an irresponsible person, to be a tenant at 1,150 
Broadway; that he sacrificed the estate’s inter- 
est in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel and conspired to 
take for himself $150,000 of the revenue from 
the property which really belonged to the 
estate and appropriated itto his own use; that 
the Executors have let part of the estate go to 
waste by holding unproductive real es- 
tate and neglected to improve other property; 
that ‘‘Mr. Melcher, with his usual liberality 
with other people’s money, sent a person by the 
name of Peckham, at Newport, $1,000, with the 
injunction to * please keep your eyes open and 
inform me of all movements;’” that Mr. Melcher 
is ** pecuniarily irresponsible and a apeculator,” 
and that he has been adjudged by the Surrogate 
to have paid $20,000 of the estate’s income to his 
wife. 
Mrs. Stevens complains that Mr. Melcher once 
wrote this letter to her: 

“I never in my life met such a liar and fool as you 
are, aud you can’t tell the truth when the truth is 
best.”’ 

She asserts that he wrote to Silas Gurney at 
Boston Jan. 20, 1887: 


“The trouble with Mrs. Stevens is that,in the 
first place, she cannot tell the truth, and in the sec- 
oud place, she cannot be bouna todo as she agrees, 
even by her written obligation.” 

Ex-Judge Noah Davisis Mrs. Stevens’s coun- 
sel, and ex-Surrogate Delano C,. Calvin is Mrs. 
Paget’s counsel. Burrill, Zabriskie & Burrill are 
counsel for Messrs. Melcher and Stevens. They 
will have until November to filea formal answer 
to the charges. 

A reporter of THE TIMES called upon Mr. 
Melcher last evening at his residence, 30 West 
Twenty-tirst-street, and showed him a written 
abstract of the charges which Mra. Stevens had 
made against him. Mr. Melcher isa pleasant 
and mild-mannered gentieman of about 55. He 
isalawyer, but has not practiced for several 
years. He has an office at 170 Broadway, where 
he and a force of clerks manage the Paran 
Stevens estate. Messrs. Richardson and Stevens, 
his male co-Executors, he says, leave the man- 
agemeut of the vast New-York property eutirely 
to him, and do not interfere at all. Mrs. Stevens, 
he mournfully remarked, interferes altogether 
too much. He did not know of her application 
until be was informed of it by the re- 
porter of Tu® Times, but he was not at 
all surprised. ‘It is just like her,” said he. 
“This is done inrevénge for a suit which my- 
selfasd Mr. Stevens brought in the Supreme 
Court to compel her to account for large sums 
of money belonging to the estate which she has 
seized from time to time and kept without a 
shadow of right. It was referred to ex-United 
States Judge William G. Choate, and the bear- 
ings have gone on and strong testimony against 
her has been brought out. We would have been 
through pow, but iast June she started off for 
Europe, and we cannot resume until next 
month. She warts to do something to offset the 
fatal effect of that suit upon her if she can. 

“Mrs, Stevens charges, I see, that I have kept 
my door chained and denied her access. I had 
to. Why, you can have no idea of the ferocity of 
that woman.” 

Mr. Meicher, who is alittle man, not near as 
large as Mrs. Stevens, fairly shuddered in his easy 
chair as he thought of her, and glanced nervously 
at the door—perhaps to see if it was chained. 
“Sne has repeatedly assaulted me. Once she 
beat me over the head with an umbrella; once 
she struck me in the breast and broke every 
cigar in wy vest pockets; at another time she 
seized an inkstand and was going tothrowit at 
my head. Her language I will not attempt to re- 
peat. She is the most dreadful woman when 
she is mad that I ever saw, and she Is very often 
I can tell you. : 

“Mra. Stevens ctrges that I have put on foot 
costly and unnecdirary litigation, Neither my- 
self nor Mr. Stevt{ss nor Mr. Richardson has 
ever had any litigation except what she has 
forced upon us. It is not true that the million 
dollars bequeathed to herin trust has yet been 
allotted. Lhe statement which she makes that 
it has been is untrue. We have tried to divide 
the estate ove? and over again, but we could 
never get her to consent to anything. Or if she 
did consent, she would back out. That she 
charges we with writing about her mendacity 





and the impossibility of binding her_ to 
her signed agreement, I admit. You 
cannot bina her to anything. by 


her performances she has caused ,the estate to 
lose a million doilars. For instance, a few years 
ago L was offered $500,000 for the lot at the 
corner of Fifth-avenue and Forty-fourth-street, 
or $2,500 a year for 84 years, Either was a 
splendid offer. I wanted to sell the lot and take 
the money and withit putup a family hotel on 


















































the lot at the corner of Thirty-seventh-street 
and Fifth-avenue. She would not consent to it. 
Instead she seized these lots by main force, 
placed smail cheap buildings upon them, from 
which hardly enough is realized to pay the 
taxes. She gets $70,000 for the Victoria. I 
have no doubt that the net sum she gets out of 
the estate is $60,000 a year. Yet really 
this income should go to the Trustees, and be 
a sg divided among the beneficiaries. In 

oston the Federal Government leases the two 
stores in the State-street block of the estate at a 
rental of $18,000. We have not received a cent 
of it for a year anda half, simply beeause she 
will not join in signing the receipt. By not 
signingitshe keeps her daughter, Mrs. Paget, 
out of one-quarter of the rental. She also keeps 
my wife out of one quarter. She claims that I 
allowed Mrs. Gibbons to rent one of the Broad- 
way buildings. I did not; she did it all herself, 
vi et armis.”

LAKE ERIN AGITATED. 





A SEVERE STORM WHICH CAUSES CON- 
SIDERABLE DAMAGE. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 3.—The first severe 
storm of the season reached here shortly before 
daylight this morning and is still raging. The 
wind sprang up from the southwest, and at one 
time blew at the rate of 60 miles an hour. At 
one time the scenes of a year ago, it seemed, 
would be repeated. Then hundreds of people 
were rendered homeless by the water which 
drove them from their homes, which were soon 
wrecked. To-day the lake has been in a furor. 
As usual, the water rose in the harbor some 


time before the wind arrived, and at one 
time was four feet above ordinary high water. 
No damage was done inside the harbor, but tugs 
did not venture to shift vessels about and bnsi- 
ness was nearly at a standstill outside the 
harbor. The lake was soon running mountain 
high. The long line of breakwater dipped 
down until a large part of it was submerged all 
the time, while great seas tumbied over the 
higher portions. The south end of the structure 
was badly beached, but itis not known yet how 
great the damage will be. During the forenoon 
the’propeller O, F. Rose, with the lumber barges 
Boscobel, Antelope, and Marine City in tow, 
came in, but the Rose, with the Marine City, 
started out again for Tonawanda. When out 
about a mile and a half the steamer pitched 
50 arr that she lost her deck load on one 
side and listed badly to theother. She aban- 
doned her tow. They were lucky to escape 
total destruction. Much of the lost lumber can 
be recovered. The schooner L. Seaton, with 
wheat, from Detroit, arrived during the after- 
noon with her mainsail split and making water 
quite rapidly. She accomplished on the trip 
the unusual feat of sailing in behind the north 
end of the breakwater without assistance. 

An accident of a serious character happened 
ten miles up the lake during to-day’s gale. The 
propeller Missouri was towing the C. L. Hutch- 
inson and the Golden Rule, all lumber laden, 
from Alpena to Buffalo. She broke down on 
Saturday and had to return to Detroit, the 
barges, In the meantime, proceeding under sail. 
The Golden Rule came in safely, but not so the 
Hutchinson. She would not mind her 
helm, and, as a cuonsoquence, was soon 
in the trough of the sea. The propeller 
Vance brought information of her condition, but 
tugs which went to her assistance failed to get 
herin tow, the crew being unable to take the 
line. She endeavored to ride out of the storm, 
dropping anchor six miles off Windmill Point. 
She could not do it, however, and at 4 o’ciock 
this afternoon she bexan to go to pieces. It was 
an open question whether to stick by the boat 
or cast off in the ship’s yawl; either prospect 
showed death apparently in the front. It 


was decided, however, to try the yaw, 
and Capt. Frank Brown, of Cleve- 
land, his crew of six seamen, and 


@ woman cook got into the little boat and 
reached Buffalo after about four hours’ struggle. 
To weather the wind and waves they had to 
head their yawl to the wind and let her drift. 
The wind was blowing about 60 miles an hour 
when the Hutchinson broke in two and the sea 
was tremendous. The Hutchinson is owned in 
Cleveland and is uninsured. The live-saving 
crew rendered no assistance. It is said that no 
one here knew of the frightful situation of the 
crew, and though the Hutchinson set signals of 
distress those who saw them say they could not 
make out what they were. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 3.—Last night 
and to-day violent westerly gales have succeeded 
one another in such quick succession as to be al- 
most a continual hurricane. Trees, signs, chim- 
neys, and roofs have suffered, but no serious 
damage has been done here. One effect of the 
tempest. which was blowing with the current, 
was to lower the lake at this point two 
feet,an extraordinary depression of the sur- 
face, but this was an immense sanitary 
advantage, as it drained the filthy river most 
thoroughly, and accomplished in afew hours 
what sundry official commissions have studied 
for some years how todo without having ar- 
rived at any satisfactory result. An application 
was to go before the Council to-night for an ap- 
propriation of $5,000, to make a topographical 
chart as a basis for further deliberations upon 
the most effectual method of cleaning the 
nauseous, sluggish river.

Last year 
Mrs. John Jacob Astor gave a dinner at 
her beautiful Summer home, Beaulieu, in 
honor of Mr. Bancroft, on the oceasion of 
his eighty-sixth birthday. lt was an 
exceptionally grand affair, a monster 
cake of the most costly description illuminated 
with 86 candles being an interesting feature. 
This morning at about the hour when she would 
have called to offer her congratulations to Mr. 
Bancroft Mrs. Astor was wheeled out from her 
house and taken to the Wickford line for New- 
York, « lounge being placed in the Wagner car 
for her. It has been her custom to take Mr. 
Bancroft fruit and flowers upon his birthday. 
About the time she was being brought out from 
Beaulieu a messenger left that place for Mr. 
Bancroft’s house with the usual offerings. This 
evening Mr. Bancroft gave a dinner to a number 
of friends in remembrance of the day. His 
granddaughter, Miss Susanne Bancroft, assisted 
her venerable relative.

YACHT MEN MYSTIFIED 


A CHANGE IN THE DEED OF 
GIFT OF THE CUP. 
A COMMITTEE WHOSE OBJECT IS NO, 
EXPLAINED—HONORS AND COURTE< 
SIES TO BE GIVEN. 


The New-York Yacht Club last night took 
& step which to 99 out of a 100 members will be 
very mysterious until the few whoare behind 
the movement choose to explain their scheme. 
The action was unanimously agreed to simply 
because no one knew any reason to oppose 
it. When the meeting was quickly ad- 
journed the clubmen discussed the mat- 
ter. The various shades of opinion were 
expressed freely. One man offered a bet of $100 
that the cup will not be taken away next year, 
and almost had his offer taken when another 
yachtman called out, “I will wager $500 that 
there won’t be a contest or a show of a contest 
for three years,” so certain did he seem that no 
one in the crowd was willing to take him up. 
- The unexplained action taken which led te 


this conversation was the adoption of a resolu 
tion as follows: 


Resotved, That a committee of five be appointed 
by the Chair to confer with Mr. George L. Schuyler 
on the subject of amending the deed ot gift of the 
America’s Cup, and with fuli power and authorit 
necessary to effect any changes in such deed of 7 
and the acceptance thereof which may be mut: 4 
agreed upon between them and Mr. Schuyler. 


The committee Mes ang consists of James 
D. Smith, Charles Paine, Philip Schuyler. 
Governeur Kortwright, Latham A. Fisi:, and 
Elbridge T. Gerry. Not one of them who was 
at the meeting would venture to tell what 
changes in the deed of gift were contemplated. 
Nor would anybody else. “‘ We don’t know what 
it means,” they said, “and we can’t tell till there 
is a report made.” Secretary Bird professed to 
be as ignorant as the most veritable landsman, 
but haif intimated that it was passed simply to 
provide for emergencies. It was generally con- 
ceded, however, by the: clubmen that the doings 
of thisjcommittee might materially affect the con- 
ditions of the next race. 

There was plenty of talk about the chances of 
@ contest next year. Some prophesied that 
there would not be any match at all. One 
gentleman said he hoped the foreign designer 
would so improve upon the Thistle that the 
Americans would be beaten. “Then,” said the 
speaker, “Mr. Burgess—according to what he 
has promised—will build a boat on the keel type 
which will conquer the English or the Scotch in 
their own waters, and this kind of victory would 
be the grandest achievement we could boast of.” 
A part of the club put little faith in the likeli- 
hood of a match being made on the suggested 
challenge by Charles Sweet.

THE MURDERER OF MRS. HAW- 
KINS QUICKLY FOUND. 

ASBURY HAWKINS CONFESSES THAT HE 
KILLED HIS MOTHER BECAUSE SHE 
OPPOSED THIS MARRIAGE. 

The anthorities of Suffolk County, Long 
island, have made quick work of it in running 
to earth the murderer of Mrs. Cynthiana Haw- 
Kins, at Islip. They were so swiftly upon the 
trail and gathered up the links of evidence so 
surely that within 24 hours after the murder 
they were able to fix the crime with almost ab- 
solute certainty upon Francis Asbury Hawkins, 
ner elder son. So strong was the web of cir- 
sumstances that the matricide broke down com- 
pletely and made a full confession yesterday 
morning. 

Mrs. Hawkins was the widew of Franklin 
Hawkins, who, with his brother, J. Clarence 
Hawkins, was engaged for many years in the 
lumber and coal business at Islip, and was one 
of the best known men in that region, being con- 
aected by birth and marriage with most of the 
Old families. He died about seven years ago, 
leaving his widow property worth at that time 
about $30,000 and three children—Asbury, now 
22 years old; Grace, aged 15, and Franklin, a 
buy of 8. 

Asbury had been the source of a great deal of 
anxiety to his parents for several years because 
ofa disposition to associate with servants in 
preference to girls in his own sphere of life. 
They tried in every way to make him give up 
these associations, but without avail. Three 
fears ago he left [slip and went to live with his 


uncle at Bay Shore, being employed in the lat- 
ter’s grocery as clerk at $10 a week. While 
there Asbury becaine acquainted with Hattie 
Schreck, who was aclerk in Perry Wicks’s ice 
eream saloon. She gota strong hold on his af 
fections, and when she left the saloon and be- 
euime a servant in the family of Dr. Mowbray*nus 
sontinued his attentions to her and promised 
marriage. His motherlearned of his infatuation 
aud tried to break off the connection. This led 
to frequent quarrels between them, but the more 
opposition was shown the stronger became his 
determination to marry the girl. 

‘A few weeks ayo the girl left Bay Shore and 
went to Northport, about 15 miles away, on the 
neeth shore of Long Island. Every Sunday 
thereatier Aebury hired a horse and buggy at a 
hvery atavlein Bay Shore, and, after stopping 
athixs wother’s home in Islip, drove over to 
Northport and spent the day with Hattie 
Schreck. About two weeks ago he began to 
drink heavily. This was probably caused by 
the knowledge that the marriage with Miss 

shreck could not longer be delayed consistent- 
iy with the preservation of Hattie’s good name, 
it is very probable that he made his mother ac- 
guainted with the situation. She was obdurate 
and would not give her consent to the marriage. 

On Satarday night Hawkins hired a team at 
Bay Shore, saying he was going to Babylon to 
meet some friends coming on a train to his 
mother’s home, but he drove to Islip, arriving 
there about 9:30 o'clock. When he entered he 
found his mother alone in the sitting room, his 
sister having gone to bed a short time previ- 
ously, and the members of the household being 
in their rooms. He told her that her sister, Mrs. 
Edgar Smith, who lives on Awixa-avenue, was 
very ill and not expected to live, and desired to 
zee her at once. Much exeited, Mrs. Haw- 
tins put on her hat and a red shawl 
ind got into the buggy with her sov. 
He -drove down Awixa-avenue' toward 
the shore, talking as they went along 
about Hattie Schreck, and urging his mother to 
give her consent to his marriage and receive ber 
asadaughter. She refused, as she hai done 
persistently whenever the subject was broached, 
and added, he said in his confession, that she 
would never consent to his marrying such a girl 
as Hattie, “‘Then,” said the prisoner, “I took 
my revolver from my pocket and shot her in the 
forehead. I was in a vile passion at the time 
and had no intention of doing the thing.” From 
the cuts and bruises on the dead woman's head 
itis believed the maddened son beat her with 
the butt of his revolver to quiet her death 
struggles, fearing lest she might have strength 

enough to cry out. 

While this was going on the horse had been 
walking along, and when the body had become 
limp was some distance to the south of the 
Smith home. There the murderer turned the 
horse about, and driving across the main road 
of the village of Islip, entered upon the old 
turnpike leading to Brentwood, a small town 
four miles away. He drove on fora mile anda 
half beyond the Oakwood Cemetery, the blood 

nring frum the dead woman's wounds and 
ripping from her clothing into the bottom of 
the buggy. Then he drew up at the roadside, 
rolled his mother’s body out upon the ground, 
and drove away. 

It was not untilthen that Hawkins began to 
realize the consequences of his mad act. He 
drove hurriedly back to Bay Shore. Discovering 
on the way the blood about the buggy, he rubbed 
some of it up with the lap robe, but was afraid 
to delay anywhere to give it a thorough clean- 
ing. He arrived at the stable about 11 o’clock. 
He was met by Mr. Snedeker, the liveryman, 
to whom he said he wanted the same rig in the 
morning. Mr. Snedeker sata he would have the 
buggy washed, but Hawkins said, quickly, ‘‘ You 
needn't bother todothat. [am going over to 
Northport in the morning, and will have is 
washed and greased there.” Then, after taking 
the bloody lap robe from the bugxy and stuffing 
it under the seat of an old carriage, be went to 
his uncle’s home and to bed. 

How Hawkins passed the night no one knows 
but himself. When he appeared at the livery 
stable at 6 o’clock Sunday morning his face had 
a haggard look, and he appeared somewhat nerv- 
ous. Mr. Snedeker attributed this to dissi- 

ation the night before, and thought nothing of 
t Hawkins was given the same buggy, but an- 
other horse, aud drove over to Northport, where 
he stopped at Wheeler’s Hotel. He asked for 
water and brushes, and with his own hands 
acrubbed the buggy inside and out and also the 
curtains ana cushions. The stablemen were 
somewhat surprised at the carefulness with 
whith be did the work, but they did not suspect 
anything. When he had finished the cleaning 
to his satisfaction Hawkins left Northport and 
irove to Babylon, where he took dinner and 
then drove backto Bay Shore, arriving at the 
stable at 4:30 P. M. 

In the meantime the body of Mrs. Hawkins 
bad been discovered by Joseph Preston, keeper 
of the Oakwood Cemetery, who was driving to 
Brentwood with William Gooder about 9 o'clock 
inthe morning. Their attention was attracted 
to it by the red shawl. Just before they reached 
the place were it lay a@ man had passed them in 
a wagon, and, suspecting that he might know 
something of the affair, they turned about and 
Wentin pursuit of him. They failed to catch up 
with him and continued on their way to 
Bay Shore, where they hunted up Justice 
of the Peace Seth R. Platt and told 
him what they had seen. The Justice tele- 
xrapbed to Coroner Edwards, of Patchogue, and 
accompanied by a number of Bay Shore people 
Went to the place where the body lay, face 
downward, by the roadside. The marks made 
by the wagon wheels were still plainly visible, 
as were also the imprints of the horse’s feet. 
Among the party was George Thorne, a biack- 
smith, of Bay shore, who, when he aaw the foot 
prinis of the horse, said that the shoes which 
the horse wore were undoubtedly put on by 
Blacksmith Burr, of Bay Shore. One of the 
shoes Was very narrow at the heel, and left an 
oval mark, and another was evidently broken. 
Mr. Burr said that he had shod a horse for Mr. 
Snegeker with a shoe similarto the one first 
described, and when Mr. Snedeker was asked if 
that horse bad been out on Saturday nighthe said 
it had, and that Asbury Hawkins had driven it. 
The horse was brought out and Michael Whalen, 
a blacksmith, took off the two shoes, which were 
Beut to where the body was found. When they 
were tried in the impressions they fitted exactly, 
and this gave the clue to the assassin. 

This gave the clue to the assassin. When 
Coroner Edwards arrived and learned the facts 
be gave a permit for the removal of Mrs, Haw- 
kine’s body and it was borne to her home. Then, 
followed by the crowd which had collected, 
the Coroner went to Bay Shore to await 
the arrival there of young Hawkins. Mr. Sned- 
eker recalled that when Hawkins returned the 
night before he had seen him throw something 
iuto a pond back of the barn, and with Arthur 
Downing, Superintendent of the life- 
saving station, made a search. Downing 
fished out a pistol, one of the 
gartridges in which had beenexploded. Besides 
this a big red spot which looked like a blood 
stain was discovered on the barn floor at the 
place where the buggy had stood. By this time 
a jarge crowd was collected about the stable, 
apg them being a great many residents of 

slip. 

When Grace Hawkins arose in the morning 
she missed her mother, and finding that her bed 
had not been slept on she went across the 
street to the jhouse' of her uncle, 
Pp. J. Hawkins, thinking’ Mrs. Hawkins 
might have gone there because of sick- 
bess in that family. Not finding her 
there, Grace inquired of other neighbors, but 
without success, and then she became alarmed. 
Mr. Hawkins and the missing woman’s brother, 
Jesse Clock, started for Mrs, Smith’s house to see 
if she was there, and were met on the way 
by Mr. Preston, who was returning from 
Bay Shore. He informed them of the tinding 
of the dead body. They hurried to the place 
and recognized their sister. ‘The mews was 
taken into Islip just as the people 
Were gathering for the morning services 
at the churches, The churches were abandoned 
und the congregations rushed off pell-mell to the 
scene of the murder. A great many went over 
tu Buy Shore at the heels of the Coroner. 

As soon as suspicion was directed to Asbury 
Hawkins Supervisor Robbins and_ several 
others started for North Port in hot pursuit of 
him.

placed in a room of the restaurant under guard, 

The place was at once surrounded by an ex- 
cited and angry crowd, and sullen and ever in- 
creasing murmers were heard, until at last 
some one shouted, **He ought to be lynched!” 
This remark was greeted with approving echoes, 
and Mr. Brown, becoming frightened, called 
in the assistance of a number of the cooler head- 
ed men of the town to help him protect the pris- 
oner. Islip fortunately has no place within its 
borders where liquor is sold, the nearest grog 
shop being a mile away, aud the crowd soon be- 
came cool. 

Corener Edwards opened court in the Town 
Hallat [slip in the afternoon, and ordered the 
Constable to bring Hawkins before him. The 
young matricide was followed by his counsel, 
Timothy Grillin, who waived examination. The 
Coroner then committed the accused to River- 
head Jail to await the action of the Grand Jury. 

While these proceedings were going on @ 
rumor spread that young Hawkins had made 
a confession. The rumer was confirmed 
a little later by a near relative of the 
prisoner, who stated that Asbury had 
nade a private confession to bis uncle, Nathan- 
iol Oakley Clock.

BROOKLYN POLITICIANS GETTING READY 
FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 

There was a conference last evening of 
Brooklyn Republicans who are anxious to har- 
monize the influences at present exerted toward 
nominating for Mayor George B. Forrester, of 
the Tenth Ward, and Andrew D., Baird, of the 
Nineteenth Ward, These gentlemen expressed 
themselves as desirous of going into the conven- 
tion on Thursday night without any persunal 
grievances to adjust, and, therefore, with some 


prospect of nominating a candidate who 
would satisfy every one. The Baird men 
offered to supports Mr. Forrester for Su- 
pervisor at Large, but would not 
listen to that gentleman’s kindly offer to 
support Mr. Baird for the same office. Mr. 
Forrester’s friends asked: ** What are you will- 
ing to concede?” * Nothing,’ was the answer 
of the Baird men, and the conference broke up. 
Mr. Forrester, it was stated, preferred to await 
the result of to-night’s primaries before decid- 
ing to give way to his opponent. Nevertheless, 
Mr. Forrester, according to bis friends, will re- 
tire from the Mayoralty canvass in favor of Mr. 
Baird and will consent to run for Superviser 
at Large in order to add to the strength of the 
local ticket. His strength will come mainly 
from church people and Prohibitionists. 

With to-night’s primaries the campaign in 
Brooklyn fairly begins. Delegates will be 
elected to the City and County Conventions to 
be held on Thursday; the Aldermanic on Fri- 
day; the Senatorial on Saturday, and the As- 
sembly on Monday. This programme will place 
all the candidates in the field before the next 
registration day, Tuesday of next week. The 
idea is to get out the voters and wake up a little 
enthusiasm. 

In contrast to these efforts on the part of the 
Republicans is the action of the Democratic 
General Committees last night in calling the 
primaries and conventions ata later date than 
has been settled upon-before for many years. 
The primaries will be held on Oct. 17, the City 
and County Conventions on Oct, 22, the Sena- 
torial on Oct. 24, the Assembly on Oct, 25, and 
the Aldermanic on Oct. 26. This will leave a 
scant fortnight for the work of the campaign in 
a year when even Democrats admit that 
they will have to fight to retain their 
present advantages. Several doubters of the 
wisdom of the General Committee were discuss- 
ing the matter last night, and one said: ‘“ This 
complicates matters and proves conclusively 
that the boys are afraid of something. It 
looks to me as though they meant to nominate 
Chapin, who, with all his frigidity, could not 
freeze up the voters in two weeks.” Boss Me- 
Laughlin is out of town, and none of his hench- 
men will talk abont the campaign. There has 
been a drift for the past week in favor of Super- 
visor at Large John A. Quintard, who stepped 
aside two years ago to make room fur Mr. Whit- 
ney. 

Another conference of the members of the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ League 
took place last night. The gentlemen present 
reviewed the situation and concluded, as they 
did a week ago,to delay definite action until 
after all nominations had been made. The 
league, itis understood, is ready to indorse A. 
Cc. Chapin or David A. Boody, if either is nomi- 
nated by the Democrats. [tis uncertain whether 
it would indorse Andrew D. Baird as the Repub- 
jican nominee, but his candidacy would un- 
doubtedly take many votes from the league.

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LABORS \ NOISY CONVENTION. 
: 
THE UNITED! LABOR PARTY MEETS ONLY 
TO QUARREL. 

The County Convention of the United 
Labor Party was held last evening at the 
Cooper Institute. August Meyer callea the 
meeting to order, and Frank J. Ferrell, the 
colored Vice-Chairman of the County General 
Committee, was made temporary Chairman. 
After a dozen names had been mentioned for 
temporary Secretaries, the roll of district or- 
ganizations was called, and J. Walsh, John J. 
Joyee, Thomas A. Batterby, and George K. 
Lloyd were selected, 

The Rev. ©. P. MeCarthy wanted the tem- 
porary officers made permanent, but Delegate 
Buike insisted that the convention should first 
see that all the delegates present were duly 
accredited. Delegate Meyer said the Credentials 
Committee of the County Executive Com- 
mittee had issued credentials to delegates 
from the various Assembly districts in pro- 
portion to the number of votes cast for 
Henry George last year—one delegate for each 
100 votes. The convention decided to submit 
the report to its own Committee on Credentials, 
which it proceeded to elect. When the Sixth 
Assembly District was called a contesting dele- 
gation appeared, but 1t and two contesting 
delegatons from the Sixth and First, who repre- 
sented organizations not recognized by the 
County Executive Committee, were told that 
their cases would have to go before the Commit- 
tee on Credentials. When this committee was 
elected it retired to examine the credentials. 

It was midnight when the committee returned 
with two reports. That of the majority recom- 
mended (that the sitting aelegation from the 
First Assembly District be trecognized, and 
that both delegations from the Sixth 
Assembly District be recognized, with 
of half a vote each. The minority report recom- 
mended that the sitting delegation from the 
Sixth District be recognized. After a long and 
excited debate a vote was taken on adopting 
the majority report and it was iost—256 to 355. 

Jobn MeMackin made objection to what he 
termed the unequal representation from the 
Nineteenth District. Delegate McLoughlin, 
Chairman of the delegation, replied that the 
convention had no time to enter into the person- 
al quarrels of Mr. McMuackin and Mr. O'Meara. 
Instantly delegates all over the hall began yell- 
ing ** No Syracuse Convention gag here.” 

Finally the delegation from the Nineteenth 
was voted to be in good standing, and the sitting 
delegation from the First Assembly was also 
recognized. Delegate Augustus Levy then ar- 
gued in favor of postponing the convention and 
making po uominations until the other parties 
had made theirs. He was interrupted by hun- 
dreds of delegates, who raised such a clamor 
that he finally withdrew. Delezgate McMackin 
then advised for an adjournment until Sept. 17. 
The motion was carried aud the convention ad- 
journed. 
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COLUMBIA ALUMNI. 
REPORTS PRESENTED AND BUSINESS 
DONE AT THEIR ANNUAL MEETING. 
The annual meeting of the Alumni As- 
sociation of Columbia College was heid last 
evening in the college library building. Mr. 
Frederic R. Coudert, President of the associa- 
tion, presided, The annual report of the Stand- 
ing Committee referred with satisfaction to col- 
lege affairs, but expressed regret at learning 


that dissatisfaction was felt with the administra- 
tion of the library. 

A special committee recommended that a com- 
mittee on cities be appointed, cow posed of grad- 
uates, elected by the Alumni Association and 
undergraduates chosen bv the boat ciub, the 
Athletic association, and the baseball and fovt- 
bail teams, and that it be vested with power to 
exercise a general supervision over the athletic 
attairs of the college, without interfering with 
the undergraduates in the matter of study. The 
report was adopted. 

A statement of the finances of the college 
was read. The receipts for the year amounted 
to $389,844 13, and ineluded, among other 
items: Rents, $224,042 61; arrears of rents, 
$14,204; fees from undergraduates—School of 
Arts, $27,692 50; School of Mines, $44,715; 
School of Law, $54,900. The expenditures 
amounted to $865,582 25, and included: Gen- 
eral asluinistration, $68,822 56; School of 
Arts, $116,322 13; School of Mines, $96,125 69; 
School of Law, $32.763 06; library, $26,744 25; 
Boder Home and janitorial services, $24,804 56. 
The present bonded dept of the college is 
$330,240; present arrears, $135,958; surplus 
estimated for year ending June 30, 1888, 
$103,959; available cash toward debt, estimat- 
ed, $239,917; debt maturing in the yeur ending 
June 30, 1888, $188,000, '

It is 
said the Great Northern Company is to pay the 
Chinese Government 100,000 taels, on condition 
that the Chinese pay the same rate per word 
as the two companies, namely $2. The ar- 
rangement is to continue in force 16 years. 
Considerable indignation has been expressed 
al this attempt to obtain a monopoly, and later 
reports from China respecting the China-Ameri- 
can banking and telegraphic syndicate, for 
which Count Mitkiewiez negotiated concessions, 
are very conflicting. It is stated that Yen, Pres- 
ident of the Board of Revenue, has strongly pe- 
titioned the Empress not to grant the proposed 
concessions, and the China Merchants’ Company 
has repudiated all connection with the syndi- 
cate. The Englisi interests in China have been 
endeavoring to prevent the final consummation 
of the grant to America. 


The Corean Government has appointed Park

Its purposes 
are political, among them being sending 
clerks home to vote, and he wants to know 
why Mr. OBERLY does not have him and his 
fellow-members indicted if he thinks they 
are violating thelaw. Thisis frank at any 
rate. It may occur to Mr. COAKLEY that 
a good citizen would not wait to be in- 
dicted. before ceasing to violate a law. 
when it was made plain to him that he was 
violating it. It is- perfectly clear that Mr. 
CoaKLEY or any one else who pays to or takes 
money from employés in the classified serv- 
ice for any political purpose breaks the 
law. It isjustasmuch Mr. CoaKLry’s duty 
as itis that of Mr. OBERLY to get offenders 
of this sort indicted. ‘If he does not care to 
gosofar as this, the least he can do is to 
cease offending, and especially cease mak- 
ing @ noise about it. 


Trouble is now reported on the Crow 
reservation, growing out of a horse-stealing 
raid of ascore or so of the Crow Indians 


upon the Piegan tribe. They appear to 
have regarded their exploit as in the nature 
of a triumph, but the agent took a different 
view of it and ordered their arrest. This is 
something an Indian cannot stand, and 
the Crows. resisted and fired on the 
agency. A military force from Fort 
Custer now protects the agency, but 
at last accounts the arrest had not 
been effected. It is hard for Indians to 
comprehend the criminality of horse steal- 
ing, especially when it is committed upon 
other Indians, and harder still to submit to 
the processes of criminallaw. Considering 
their weakness in this respect, a sharper 
watch to prevent them from leaving the 
reservations to go upon raids might be 
more prudent than incurring the necessity 
of punishing them afterward, the justice of 
which the tribe will fail to recognize. 


The Superintendent of boot and shoe 
manufacturing at the Auburn Prison is 
guoted by the Shoe and Leather Reporter as 
declaring the State-account system to be 
“wasteful and unprofitable” and more hurt- 
ful in its influence on wages than the con- 
tract system. He cites considerations which 
were sufficiently obvious to any intelligent 
man in advance. ‘‘The contractor,” he 
gays, “‘ had a personal interest in securing 
the best possible results and selling his 
product at a profit. The managers under 
the present method are interested to the ex- 
tent of their salaries only. Theselling agent 
has not behind him a personal and tangible 
employer, insisting on prices being kept 
up toa levelof profit. Anxious to dispose 
of the goods, ignorant of their cost, he sells 
at prices more demoralizing to the general 
trade than were those of the contractor.” 
The fact is that under the contract system 
prison manufactures were only an item in 
general competition, and had no more effect 
upon prices or wages than the same amount 
of manufacturing in the same line outside 
of the prisons, while under the public-ac- 
count system the capital of the State is put 

against that of private mannfacturers, with 

no incentive in the managers to use it with 
strict economy, and a cutting of prices in 
getting rid of the product is almost inev- 

itable. 3

clares that “a great evil has been fostered | Irish people—they have set to work to sup- 


in the Territory in the shape of land grab- 
bing and illegal fencing of the public 
domain by wealthy men and corporations,” 
but that now settlers are protected by a 
vigorous and impartial administration of 
the land laws. The ex-Senator and the 
newspaper organs of the land grabbers 
will resent with indignation the Govy- 
ernor’s assertion that complaints about 
the administration of these laws “do 
not come from the men who are seek- 
ing homes, but from those who hold 
large bodies of land.” The land syndicates 
have retarded the progress of Wyoming and 
prevented immigration. The Territory is 
adapted for agriculture as well as for stock 
raising, and business men are beginning to 
see that something is to be gained by sub- 
stituting fifty families and fifty farms for 
one ranch and fifteen cowboys. Notwith- 
standing the great loss of range cattle 
last Winter, and the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of the cattle trade, the Governor pre- 
dicts that the Territory willsoon have more 
cattle than ever before, because the reckless 
and cruel policy of the ranchmen must give 
way to more humane methods, by which 
losses will be reduced. 

The consolidation of the Westinghouse 
and Thomson-Houston Electric Light Com- 
panies foreshadows, it is alleged, a 
combination of several companies of the 
kind against Mr. EpIson, who has recently 
been granted a patent for the multiple arc 
system of distribution. This patent, if sus- 
tained by the courts, will, it is said, give 
EpIson absolute control of incandescent 
electric lighting, because it covers the dis- 
tribution of power to a system of incandes- 
cent lamps from a common station. The 
several companies will be exposed to prose- 
cution for infringement, and it is intimated 
that they intend to unite for common de- 
fense. A discussion of this matter discloses 
the fact that all the electric light compa- 
nies doing business in Philadelphia, one ex- 
cepted, are controlled by a Trust. 


It is with mingled feelings that we re- 
ceive the occasional decrees of the London 
Snectator regarding the affairs of our country. 
There is a certain sense of depression almost 
inevitable in feeling that any tribunal so 
far away even thinks itself capable of 
deciding the fate of 60,000,000 of 
people, and this is not wholly relieved 
by the conviction that Providence may 
not absolutely concur in its conclu- 
sions. The Spectator asks in an imperious 
way, “Why does not the American Con- 
gress lend £50,000,000 in silver to the Rus- 
sian Government to buy up its paper rubles 
with?” and gravely announces that ‘‘ if some- 
thing of the kind is not done” Congress 
will throw the money out of the Treasury 
windows in ‘‘some preposterous grant.” 
We feel that such an inquiry is entitled to 
a prompt answer. In the first place, there 
is not so much silverin the Treasury; in 
the next place, there is not more than a 
fifth of that amount in any kind of money 
not needed for regular expenditures; in the 
third place, the Russian Government does 
not want.to borrow that amount for any 
such purpose, and, finally, the members of 
any Congress that undertook the business. 
would be permanently retired as soon as 
the people gotachance at them. We humbly 
hope that the Spectator will consider these 
not inconsiderable obstacles to carrying 
out its plan, and mercifully withdraw it. 

Justice STERRITT, of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, yesterday handed down 
a decision which is of great importance 
as fixing the liability of the bondsmen 
of the State Treasurer of Pennsylvania. 
The suit in which the decision was 
rendered was brought to recover $100,000 
from the bondsmen of Srmas M. BalILey, 
formerly State Treasurer, the amount hav- 
ing been deposited in certain banks and 
lost to the State by the failure of these in- 
stitutions. The peculiarity of the case lies 
in the fact that the banks in which the 
money was lost were designated by law as 
places of deposit for State funds, and State 
Treasurer BAILEY had no choice but to de- 
posit his money with them or keep it in the 
safe of his office, an alternative which 
no prudent man would adopt. Judge 
STERRITT in his decision admits that it is 
apparently a harsh measure to hold the 
Treasurer and his sureties liable for money 
lost under such circumstances without fault 
or negligence on the part of the officer, but 
he holds that under the law of Pennsyl- 
vania no other course is open to the courts. 
The case has now been passed on by the 
highest court of the State, and if Mr. 
BAILEY’s bondsmen have any means they 
must pay the money. So far as the State is 
concerned the law under which this ruling 
is made is undoubtedly an advantageous 
one, but most people will fail to see the 
justice of compelling a Treasurer to deposit 
State moneys in a certain bank not of his 
choosing, and then holding him responsible 
for the soundness of the bank. 


The promptness with which Spain has 
hurried her troops into Morocco on the re- 
port of the death of Sultan MuLtry-Hassan 
is remarkable. Six thousand men have 
already been sent forward. ‘The object is 
said to be that of protecting Spanish inter- 
ests should anarchy result from the Em- 
peror’s death. The commercial interests of 
Great Britain and France in Morocco are 
more extensive than those of Spain, but the. 
latter country naturally looks upon the 
region across the Straits as one in which, 
by virtue of her proximity, she is specially 
entitled to interfere. She has not wholly 
relinquished the hope perhaps of some day 
getting a stronger foothold in Morocco, and 
remembers how easily, in 1859, Marshal 
O’DONNELL invaded the country, and how, 
after bombarding a few seaports and fight- 
ing a couple of battles, she obtained not 
only apologies for insults buta cession of 
territory, a war indemnity, and sundry 
trade privileges. In her present movement 
she seems as yet to have encountered no ob- 
jection from other powers. 

It takes the Briton a long time to find out 
that he is ridiculous, but events are calcu- 
lated to bring that solemn truth home to 
the Salisbury Ministry. Having “ pro- 
claimed” the League-—that is to say, the

The Government 
must either put a stop to the meetings, as it 
has thus far signally failed to do, or else it 
must abandon the pretense of putting a 
stop to them. 
THE BUREAU OF ELECTIONS, 

The examination held under the Mayor’s 
civil service rules for the office of Chief of 
the Bureau of Elections is a striking exam- 
ple of the progress that has been made in 
the application of the reform principle in 
city affairs. The office is one particularly 
prized by politicians, and the last one they 
would willingly lose from their control. It 
is an office of large power, little labor, good 
pay, and almost unlimited opportunities for 
fine work in politics. The salary attached 
to it is determined by the Board of Police 
Commissioners at a sum ‘‘not exceeding 
$5,000.” As a matter of fact that is the 
salary enjoyed by the present incumbent. 
The term is three years, and Mr. JOHN J. 
O’BRIEN has held the place for nine years. 
The duties, though extremely important, 
are not onerous, and can be performed 
in a few months of each year. The 
requirements of the place could be met by 
any man of fair intelligence, methodical 
habits, probity, and some experience. The 
pay, therefore, is very extravagant, being 
nearly twice that of a Police Captain, with 
much more engrossing and exacting duties, 
and more than that of a District Judge of 
the United States courts. But desirable as 
the post is from these considerations, it is 
far more so from its intimate connection 
with “practical politics” and the occasions 
it offers to influence directly and indirectly 
a large body of minor patronage. The chief 
of the bureau employs a chief clerk with a 
salary of $2,000, prepares and furnishes 
all the registers, certificates, blanks, and 
stationery for inspectors and canvassers, 
and has charge of the fitting up of all the 
polling places. He certifies to the claims 
for pay of inspectors and polling clerks, and 
has necessarily much to say as to their 
choice and as to the filling of vacancies. 

Obviously such an office should be filled 
by a man entirely unconnected with parti- 
san politics. But Mr. O’Brien has found 
time to do a thriving and prosperous busi- 
ness as a “ boss,” and to actively conduct 
some of the most intricate and amazing 
“deals” that have been effected during his 
term of office. It.is unnecessary to say 
that, while he is an officer of abundant en- 
ergy, capacity, and experience, he was not 
selected and has not been retained exclu- 
sively or principally on account of those 
qualities. If the filling of the office were 
now within the uncontrolled discretion of 
the Board of Police Commissioners it 
would not be generally expected that they 
would, any more than in the first instance, 
confine their attention to the question 
of fitness. Nor, on the other hand, 
would Mr. O’BRIEN, in such a case, 
be likely to rely exclusively on his 
proved possession of the qualities required 
by the spirit of the Jaw. But the appoint- 
ment is not now within the absolut dis- 
cretion of the Police Commission. On the 
contrary, under the rules promulgated by 
the Mayor as the responsible chief of the 
Municipal Administration by the authority 
of the civil service law, the position is to be 
filled from among those standing highest as 
the result of acompetitive examination, pref- 
erence being given to competitors who are 
honorably discharged veterans of the Union 
Army or Navy, and in such a competition 
Mr. O’BrRIEN himself, with sixteen others, 
most of them now in the municipal service, 
is entered. That fact, as we have said, 
shows how far the reform of the civil 
service has extended, and the degree to 
which it is calculated to change the condi- 
tions of appointment to places that have 
heretofore been the prizes of partisan and 
business politics. 

It does not follow that the application of 
the competitive principle will secure an 
appointment not serviceable to the poli- 
ticians. Thatis beyond its scope, since the 
tests that it applies are necessarily con- 
fined almost wholly to the relative intelli- 
gence, apparent capacity, and technical 
knowledge of the applicunts. All of these 
may be possessed in a superior degree by 
an applicant who would bring to the office 
no higher standard of political integrity or 
impartiality than the present incumbent. 
Norcan the examinations afford any con- 
clusive evidence as to character, which 
must necessarily be largely left to the 
judgment of the appointing officers, and 
though in the great body of the service 
this defect is provided against by an ap- 
pointment for a probationary term only, 
during which character and 
cial capacity can be ascertained, such 
a precaution is in the nature of 
this case impracticable. If the chances 
of appointment for the competitors 
were proportioned solely to the excellence 
of their standing in the examinations it 
would still be open to the appointing power 
to select one whose moral qualifications 
were the least entitled to respect. In that 
case all that the competition could be ex- 
pected to accomplish would be to prevent 
the appointment of a person who could not 
come above the lowest marks entitling to 
a place on the eligible list. In other words, 
it would make it reasonably certain that 
the appointee could perform his duties cor- 
rectly; it could not make it certain that 
he would do so. This, of itself, would be a 
very decided gain for the service, and a 
substantial guarantee against the worst 
form of favoritism in the selection. The 
practical result, however, of the law giving 
preference in appointment to soldiers or 
sailors is to make any competition in which 
three or more of thisclass of fair intelli- 
gence may be engaged a competition be- 
tween them only. How this somewhat ex- 
treme provision of the law may work in

THE POLYGAMISTS, 

The Mormons who are clamoring for the 
admission of Utah to the Union upon a 
Constitution forbidding the practice of 
polygamy haye not deceived the Utah Com- 
mission as to the real purpose of the State- 
hood movement. The commission, whose 
annual report was received at the Interior 
Department yesterday, regards this move- 
ment ‘‘as an effort to free the Mormon 
Church from the toils which the firm atti- 
tude of the Government and the energetic 
course of the Federal officers have 
thrown around it,” and ‘opposes its con- 
summation.” That the Mormon Church, 
whose members framed the new Constitu- 
tion, has not changed its attitude toward 
“plural marriage” is shown by the 
fact that the commission has procured the 
names of sixty-seven men who have entered 
into polygamous relations in the last year. 
Probably there are many others who are 
equally guilty but have concealed their 
action from the officers of the law. Not 
only are these polygamous marriages sanc- 
tioned by the church, but the services are 
performed by officers of the church in 
secret. It appears, therefore, that while 
representatives of the church were adopt- 
ing that paragraph in the Constitution 
which forbids polygamy and declares it to 
be a penitentiary offense, other and higher 
representatives of the same organization 
were violating both the Federal laws and 
the constitutional prohibition by causing 
new crimes to be committed with the con- 
sent and favor of the church itself. 

The commission points out that the new 
Constitution is silent as to the crime of 
unlawful cohabitation, for which a penalty 
is provided in the third section of the Ed- 
munds act. The significance of this silence 
is shown by the record of convictions since 
the law was enacted. Only fourteen per- 
sons have been convicted of polygamy, but 
the number of those found guilty of unlaw- 
ful cohabitation is 289. It is practically 
impossible to convict a defendant of polyg- 
amous marriage, for the illegal marriages 
are celebrated in secret, and evidence that 
the ceremony was performed cannot be ob- 
tained. Therefore the Federal Grand Juries 
and prosecutors have been compelled to 
proceed against polygamists under the third 
section of the act, relying upon evidence as 
to the relations of the parties after the 
marriage took place. 

‘*The Mormon leaders and their obedient 
followers,” says the commission, ‘“ have 
made no concession to its [the national 
law’s] supremacy, and the issue is squarely 
maintained between assumed revelations 
and the laws of the land.” As evidence in 
support of this assertion the commission 
might have cited the numerous prosecutions 
for unlawful cohabitation, or virtually for 
polygamy, which are even now taking place 
in the Utah courts. 

The report shows that there are more than 
30,000 Mormons in the Territories of Idaho, 
Arizona, Wyoming, and New-Mexico and 
the States of Nevada and Colorado. Moré 
than ‘one-fourth of the people of Utah are 
Gentiles, and they own nearly one-third of 


the assessed property; but even with the 


aid of the new voters’ oath they were able 
to elect only 5 of the 36 members of the 
Territorial Legislature in August last. The 
strength and compactness of the Mormon 
Church is shown by the statement that of 
162,383 persons connected with it no 
less than 34,431 are officers or dignita- 
ries of some kind—apostles, patriarchs, 
high priests, priests, elders, deacons, or 
teachers. The presence of a remarkably 
large number of children—46,639 under 
eight years of age—may be accounted for 
in part by the results of an investigation 
recently made by the Swiss Government 
concerning the Mormon central mission at 
Berne. It was shown that part of the mis- 
sion’s work was the exportation to Utah of 
children whom their parents were willing 
to surrender. 

The report is made by a majority of the 
board. Commissioners CARLTON and Mo- 
CLERNAND dissent from many of the opin- 
ions expressed in it, and their signatures 
were withheld. This is an unfortunate 
division. The déssenting Commissioners 
should present their views in a separate 
statement. Their silence may be construed 
to their disadvantage. 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR CONVFEN- 
TION, 

The session of the convention of Knights 
of Labor, which began at Minneapolis yes- 
terday, is expected to continue at least 
two weeks, and a lively time is looked 
for. There has been a large falling off in 
the order during the past year. The dele- 
gates at Richmond last October represented, 
as was then reported, a membership of 
702,000, while the membership represented 
at Minneapolis is set down at 560,000. It 
is now declared that a large proportion of 
those who sent delegates to Richmond were 
not in good standing, whatever that may 
mean, but their delegates were nevertheless 
admitted to the convention and the con- 
stituents were included in the estimate of 
membership. During the year the General 
Secretary has suspended over 2,300 assem- 
blies, mostly for non-payment of dues, but 
an indefinite ‘great many” of them aresaid 
to have come back. There is no getting 
around the fact that there has been a large 
loss of membership, and for this there must 
be some cause. When assemblies have failed 
to pay their dues and incurred suspension 
it must have been on account of some dis- 
satisfaction which made them careless of 
retaining their connection with the order. 

Probably the treatment of the claims of 
trades unions has had much to do with this. 
These unions, made up chiefly of intelligent 
and skilled artisans in the various handi- 
crafts, have maintained that each trade 
ought to be allowed to control its own or- 
ganization and deal with the grievances of 
its members. But the Knights of Labor 
have arrogated to a central body, known as 
the General Executive Board, all the 
executive authority of the order, and that 
board assumes to settle all disputes and give 
all orders, as if it had omniscient under- 
standing of rights and wrongs in every 
trade and occupation in all parts of the 
country. Its autocratic methods and the 
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centralization of all power in the hands of a 
few men have caused many serious mistakes 
and much dissatisfaction, and one result is 
the formation and rapid growth of a rival 
organization, known as the Federation of 
Trades, which is based on amuch wider and 
more complete application of the principles 
of representation and self-government, 

The action of the last convention in other 
matters than the treatment of trades unions 
has led to dissatisfaction, which has not 
diminished with time. In amending the 
constitution the existing provision that 
amendments must have the approval of 
district assemblies was ignored, and they 
were adopted by the General Assembly 
against the vigorous protest of a minority 
of the delegates. The terms of some of the 
officers were arbitrarily extended and their 
salaries increased without any previous 
submission of the propositions to the 
district assemblies. It was, in effect, 
done by those who were to be bene- 
fited, and not by the representative ac- 
tion of the order. The expenses of the 
organization have largely increased, and as 
the finances are wholly in the control of 
the central authority, without any system 
of accountability, there is a general feeling 
that dues are paid without any definite 
knowledge of what is done with them or 
any sort of control, on the part of those who 
pay, over the disbursement of the funds. In 
fact, the whole administration of the organi- 
zation is in the nature of an oligarchy, 
based on the principle of other oligarchies, 
that the many are not capable of managing 
their own affairs. 

As POWDERLY and the Executive Board 
have been very active and influential in 
choosing the less than 200 delegates who 
make up the convention representing 560,- 
000 members of the order, it is likely that 
they will be in control; but there will, nev- 
ertheless, be an aggressive and outspoken 
minority, and it would not be surprising if 
the proceedings should lead to more dissat- 
isfaction and further withdrawals or sus- 
pensions. Then the Socialist controversy 
is sure to be brought in, and even Anarchism 
will receive attention. Wherever the issue 
of Socialism is forced in any body of 
fairly intelligent Americans it is sure 
to cause division, and in so far as the body 
is at once intelligent and American it 
will produce a stubborn antagonism to the 
imported doctrine. An attempt will be 
made so far to ally the organization with 
the Anarchists as to espouse the cause of 
the condemned murderers at Chicago and 
demand at least a commutation of their 
sentence. This, too, will be calculated to 
alienate the sympathy of sensible Ameri- 
cans and further reduce the numbers and 
the strength of the order. If this conven- 
tion results in as large a decrease of mem- 
bership as the last, and the proces8 is con- 
tinued from year to year, it will not be long 
before the Knights of Labor will become a 
vanishing body, leaving nothing but its tra- 
ditions and the lessons of its experience. 


THE HUDSONS BAY ROUTE. 


The story told by the Captain of the 
whaling brig Alexander, which arrived at 
New-Bedford yesterday from Hudson’s Bay, 
ought to convince the people of Manitoba 
that any money spent in trying to ship 
wheat through Hudson Strait will be 
thrown away. The Alexander sailed from 
New-Bedford a year ago last July, and 
reached the entrance of the strait on Aug. 
3. Five days later, at a point midway 
between the ocean and the great bay, she 
encountered the ice pack, and then with 
difficulty and in very severe weather 
proceeded across the northern part of the 
bay to Marble Island, where she was 
frozen in on Oct. 14. From April 18 until 
June 30 all hands were employed in cutting 
trenches in the ice, which was from six to 
thirteen feet thick, so that nature might be 
assisted in making a passage for the vessel 
in the warm season. On the last-named 
date the Alexander escaped from her Winter 
prison, but she was afterward beset in the 
ice from July 18 to July 29. The northern 
part of the bay, (and the strait is in the 
same Jatitude,) was full of ice all Summer. 
In the strait itself the Alexander passed 
through: one hundred miles of ice, but 
reached the outlet on Aug. 24. 


This record shows that the report of the 
Hudson’s Bay exploration expedition as to 
the period during which the strait is 
navigable for specially constructed vessels 
was more favorable than the facts will 
warrant. In that report the navigable 
season was said to be from July 1 to Oct. 1. 
In the latitude of the strait the Alexander 
was solidly frozen in on Oct. 14. Evenin 
July she was fixed in the ice for nearly two 
weeks, and in August she encountered one 
hundred miles of ice in the strait. 

The navigation of the strait and the great 
bay is made perilous even in the very short 
Summer, not only by ice and severe weath- 
er, but also because the shores are inhospi- 
table and dangerous, and the compass, es- 
pecially in iron ships, is greatiy affected by 
magnetic disturbances. Moreover, the waters 
are so deep, even close to the shore, that it 
is difficult to find anchorage. 

The early reports of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment’s exploring party led the people of 
Manitoba to believe that the route through 
the strait could profitably be used, and they 
began to build a railroad from Winnipeg to 
a port on the bay. Recent dispatches 
showed that this road had not been given 
up. But it is not probable that if it shall 
be completed it will be serviceable except 
asameans of communication between the 
province and the trading posts, and for the 
convenience of a few settlers. The people 
of Manitoba can escape the exactions of the 
Canadian Pacific monopoly only by using 
the independent railroad whose completion 
to our northern boundary the Dominion 
Government has undertaken to prevent.

THE CROWS AROUSED. 


HORSE THIEVES CREATE TROUBLE ON 
THE RESERVATION. 

Brrumncs, Montana, Oct. 3.—On Friday 
morning 22 young Crow Indians, under the 
leadership of “Thunder and Lightning,” an 
Indian who has lately become prominent. as an 
orator and medicine man, returned to the Crow 
Agency from a successful raid upon the 


Piegan tribe, situated about 300 miles 
from the Crows. Their booty amounted to 
60 head of nies, and the Crows were 
celebrating their return when Agent H. E. 
Williamson ordered his police to arrest the en- 
tire party for horse stealing. This incensed the 
Indians to such an extent that they commenced 
firing into the agency, riddling the building 
with bullets, but fortunately no one was hurt. 
The agent immediately sent a scout to Fort Cus- 
ter for troops. He returned with four troops of 
cavalry on Saturday morning and found the 
Indians camped avout the agency threatening to 
kill the agect, but all is now quiet. 

Three of the troops returned to Custer this 
morning, leaving one here to guard the agency. 
The arrests are to be made by the civil anthort- 
ties. The Indians say they will not fight the 
soldiers, but will resist any attempt of the 
police to arrest them, as they know they 
will be tried and convicted for horse 
stealing and severely dealt with The 
Indians have scouts out in all directions to 
cull in the straggling members of the tribe, and 
much trouble is feared before the arrests are 
accomplished. An ugly feeling is shown among 
them, as a short time ago a large party of them 
were arrested and their outtits were confiscated 
by the Wyoming authorities for hunting outside 
of their reserve. The excitement on the reserva- — 
tion is intense, and all whites are warned not to 
trespass for fear of further outrages.

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CUTTING DOWN EXPENSES 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO 
UNEASY. 
@OURS OF WORK LENGTHENED AND 
BRANCH OFFICES CLOSED -—- SOME 
SPICY REVELATIONS PREDICTED. 

BaLtrmore, Oct. 3.—Forty shares of Balti- 
more and Ohio stock were sold to-day at 132 and 
lv at 133. The demand for the stock is still 
active. The announcement that President Rob- 
ert Garrett was on his way home created con- 
siderable surprise here. He was not expected 
to return for several months. It is stated to- 
day that his stay will be short, and that after 
signing important papers he will soon go back 
to Europe to join his family. Every indication 
points to Vice-President Samuel Spencer as his 
successor. 

There is general uneasibess among the sev- 
eral hundred employes in the central building 
over the changing about and salary reductions 
that are going on. As a rule the salaries paid 
by the Baltimore and Ohio are small, and they 
cannot stand any great amount of retrench- 
ment. There have been several resignations 
and dismissals, and more are looked for this 
week. Instructions were issued at Mount Claire 
tetiay ordering all the working force to re- 
same 10 hours’ work. They have been on an 
eight-hour schedule since last June. At Mount 
Claire are the extensive car shops and machine 


works of the company. This order means the 
supplying of some of the extra rolling stock 
which the company needs so badly. 

Dr. W. T. Barnard, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Baltimore and Ohio Tele- 
graph, will go to New-York to-morrow to attend 
a meeting of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
Company. The meeting may have interesting 
resulis as to the future of the telegraph, which 
future is yet undetermined. The telegraph com- 
pany is closing up many of its branch offices in 
this city for reasons of economy. 


MEN 


The story from Baltimore, printea in THE 
Times yesterday, that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company had no more money to spare, 
and consequently had apandoned or was about 
to abandon the telegraph branch of the corpora- 


tion, made more than one man’s heart jump into 
his moutly at the first glance, but he promptly 
swallowed the vital organ again as his eye 

rused the lines. One Director of the Western 

JnionCompany admitted that such was his expe- 
rience. “I don’t know a great deal abous Balti- 
more and Ohio matters,of course; how should I?” 
said the communicative Director. “ Butit is no 
secret, I guess, that the corporation is hard 

ressed, and is trying to curtail expenses. 
ware has been a prolonged movement on the 
part of certain interested gentlemen to form a 
powerful syndicate to get control of the tele- 
eraph system. A committee is at work investi- 
gating the plant, and the company is trying to 
make a sood showing for the benefit of the com- 
mittee. Itis not likely that the report will beready 
for a month yet, but I should not be surprised 
if the committee. before it is through, discovered 
something sensational in the books. It has been 
intimated in my presence tbat there are lable 
to be spicy revelatjons when the accounts 
of the railroad and telegraph departments are 
examined. The scheme afoot contemplates, or 
did, an alliance between the United Lines, the 
Postal Company, and the Baltimore and Ohio, 
which was, or i+, to be brought about with the 
aid of the Associated Press and men like D. O. 
Mills. This would make a powerful combina- 
tion apparently, but the scheme, in my opinion, 
is too grand to be successful,” 

The annual meeting of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company is called for to-day, but the outcome 
of it 1s only guesswork. None of the officers 
would talk on the interesting subject yesterday. 
Erastus Wiman, who has watched the Baltimore 
and Ohio enterprise closely, and who has given 
much thought to the subject by competing tele- 
graph companies, said his mind was long ago 
made up to the opinion that competitive | 
telegraphy cannot be sustained. ‘Men of ! 
brains and men of means like Mackay, 
Bennett, and Garrett,’ said Mr. Wiman, 
“have tried it to their cost. There 
cannot be any other fate in store for 
opposition telegraph companies except amalga- 
mation; either that or utter and complete fail- 
are stares them in the face. But even united no 
success can be achieved. Union between them 
will not increase the amount of business they 
are doing, but rather diminish it, because they 
Will have to lessen the facilities now afforded 
the public. It is true that economies may be 
introduced, and that one telegraph company 
may be conducted at much less expense than 
three, but there are impediments which no other 
big opposition telegraph company has hitherto 
bad to carry. The Western Union cannot be 
burt by aconsolidation of lines all runningin 
the same direction and to the same places. All 
the traffic that competition can secure in those 
places has already been secured. The procession 
of unsuccessful companies which comes before 
one’s mind in recalling the past ought to de- 
ter investors, who are supposed to be proverbial- 
ly timid. Recall, for instanee, companies like 
the United States, the Atlantic and Pacific, 
the Pacific and Atlantic, the Automatic, 
the American Union, the Mutual Union, 
the Northern Mutual, and the Southern, none 
of which ever made a dollar above expenses or 
ever paid # dollar of fixed charges, notwith- 
standing the fact that most of them were thor- 
oughly equipped and covered vast areas of coun- 
try. The Bankers and Merchants’ failed and was 
swallowed up by the Postal, but just how far 
the Postal Company will thrive with the burden 
assumed remains to be seen. WhatdolI think 
will become of the Baltimore and Ohio Tele- 
graph? Eventually it will meet the fate of other 
corporations, and when the price is low enough 
the Western Union will gobble it up.” 

At the office of Drexel, Morgan & Co., of the 
syndicate which has taken up the Baltimore and 
Ohio deal, it was said that nothing was known 
of the separation of the railroad and telegraph 
companies beyond what had appeared in the 
newspapers. 

Jay Gould was invisible to reporters, but his 
son, George, said that as far asthe relations of 
the Western Union and the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Companies were concerned matters 
were in statu quo.

TO PLEAD IRELAND'S CAUSE. 


WELCOME TO SIR T. H. G. ESMONDE 
AND ARTHUR O’CONNOR. 

When the Guion steamship Arizona 
reached her dock yesterday morning, after a 
somewhat rough voyage from Liverpool, two 
gentlemen hurried down the gangplank into 
the arms of an enthusiastic committee made 
up of friends of Ireland and Trish liberty. The 
two visitors were Sir Thomas Henry Grattan 
Esmonde, member of Parliament from _ St. 
Patrick’s Division, and Arthur O’Connor, who 
represents the East Donegal section in Parlia- 
ment. They were hurried away to the Hoff- 
man House. Among the gentlemen who wel- 


comed them were John P. Sutton, Secretary of 
the National League of the United States; 
Michael Holmes, of Jersey City; Patrick Glea- 
son, J. P. Ryan, J. A. O'Gorman, John McCarthy, 
and John P. Lynch. 

Both Sir Thomas and his companion are visit- 
ing the United States for the first time, and are 
representativesof the Irish Parliamentary Party. 
Mr. O'Connor is about 42 years ojd, of medium 
height, and wears a full beard. Heis a pleasant 
conversationalist and of most intelligent ap- 
pearance. He was formerly in the War Office in 
England. Sir Thomasis a younger man in ap- 
pearance. He ownsestates in Wexford, Ireland. 
Both are ardent enthusiasts for home rule. 
Wednesday evening there will be a reception to 
the visitors at the Cooper Union. From that 
time the two envoys will be under the charge of 
the National League. They will visit the prinet- 
pal cities and make addresses. Their mission is 
to render thanks for the aid of Americans in the 
past and to show why their assistance should 
not be spared in the future, 

The two guests had plenty of good things to 
tell the committee when they arrived at the 
Hoffinan House. The prospects of the Liberal 
Party in England were most encouraging. ‘If 
the Liberals went to the country to-day,” said 
Sir Thomas, “they would have a majority, 
though it is yet doubtful what that majority 
would be.” The English people were now discov- 
ering that until the Irish question was decided 
there could ne no English measures or legisla- 
tion taken up. The recent by-elections showed 
the way the tide was setting and that the Eng- 
lish people were becoming desirous of express- 
ing their views. Thetrouble had been that the 
English had known little, if anything, really 
about Ireland. As aresult the Irish leaders and 
speakers were compelled to fight against lies 
and misrepresentations of all kinds when 
speaking in behalf of hbomerule. The battle was 
more in England thanin Ireland. As the Eng- 
lish became more acauainted with the true state 
of things the more the home rule cause flour- 
ished. Inthe eventof a new general election, 
the Irish Parliamentary Party would hold its 
own and gain many new seats besides. As to 
Treland itself, if the Government kept on shoot- 
ing people there was no accounting for what 
the people might do. 

**Human nature is human nature,” broke in 
Mr. O’Connor. “If the Government is persist- 
ent in its barbaric treatment it is impossible to 
say where it will end.” 

When asked if the Government would inter- 
fere with the central office of the Leagueat Dub- 
lin Mr. O’Connor said they would not until they 
failed in their attempt to suppress local 
branches. Sir Thomas added that it would be 
impossible tosuppress the local branches be- 
cause when officers were arrested others were 
ready to take their places. Both visitors be- 
lieved that O’Brien’s conviction would be af- 
firmed by the higher courts and that he would 
be compelled to go to prison. Mr. O’Brien was

‘THEY ATE A WHOLE STEER 


THE DIVVER BARBECUE 
PROVES A GREAT SUCCESS. 
ALL THE ELITE OF THE SECOND DIS- 
TRICT DEMOCRACY EAT SANDWICHES 

AND DANCE. 

Alderman Patrick Divver gave his family 
a barbecue yesterday. His family consists of 
60,000 men, women and children in the Second 
Assembly District. Alderman Patrick Divver is 
the Vice-President of the Board of Aldermen, a 
man who has much to do with guarding the des- 
tinies and protecting the rights of one million of 
people and many hundred millions of property 
in the great city of New-York. Alderman Div- 
ver, through his own peculiar intelligence, be- 
lieves in the old Roman idea of bread and 
amusements for the people. Consequently, the 
“P,. Divver Association” gives excursions up 
the river in Summer and picnics et al. in the 
Fall. 

The necessary factorin a barbecue is an ox. 
Consequently, at 12 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
an ox hung over an open coal fire in the Harlem 
River Park. The fire consisted of charcoal and 
coke, and had been burning for many hours. 


When the ox was put on, at some primeval 
hour yesterday, with a spit run through it, 
Thomas Nichols, the caterer of the Hide and 
Leather Club, a eolored gentleman with a keen 
eye, who is reputed to be the only man in New- 
York who can barbecue an ox, watcheg the roast- 
ing, hour after hour, with tireless eyes, until at 
noon yeaterday Mr. Nichols declared the ox 
done. The wearv colored men who had been 
turning the crank which turned the ox for many 
hours thereupon lifted the carcass of roast beef 
from the fire, and while it was supported on a 
platform proceeded to deck it with wreaths of 
parsley, tufts of celery, and rosettes of blue rib- 
bon, untilit looked good enough to eat. They 
finished their decorative efforts by putting at 
the head of the charred carcass the uncooked 
head of the beast. The effect waavery peculiar. 
The eyes of the ox were closed, and there is a 
look of patient suffering on its whole face which 
the gaudy trimmings did not at all diminish. 

Around this carcass at 3 o'clock gathered the 
whole Second Assembly District, as represented. 
There were hundreds of fhen, hundreds of wom- 
en with babies, and innumerable small boys. 
The ox was surrounded by a line of tables, which 
barred the hungry throng and left the carvers 
room to work. There were three barrels within 
the inclosure filled with sliced loaves of 
bread. These were taken by the corps of 
carvers and their assistants under Presi- 
dent Cashman, who rapidly made sandwiches 
and nanded them out without discrimina- 
tion to the hungry multitude. The boys had the 
first show. The Captain of Police inside was a 
man with a yellow mustache, whose name, 
from the clearest evidence, appeared to be 
‘“*Mike.” Everybody in the lot called him 
“Mike.” The air was full of * Mike,” and 
‘* Mike, please gimme apiece.” “It’s me, now, 
Mike.” ‘* Sure, Mike, it’s me that’s been standin’ 
here an hour”’—this from alady. **Comeon now, 
Mike;” “Don’t ye know we're waitin’, Mike.” 
These and similar hints completely filled the 
hunerg air. 

The beef was excellent. It was an ox, or, 
rather, a steer—President Cashman took par- 
ticular care to explain that a steeris much ten- 
derer than an ox--which weighed 1,780 pounds 
when alive. Every sandwich, though it was 
without butter, had enough fat or juice to make 
it palatable. Alderman Divver’s family fed on 
choice cuts. The whole multitude munched. 
There were sandwich parties in every direc- 
tion sitting at tne tables. There were 
large men and small boys in all di- 
rections leaning against trees and posts in 
order that they might devote their entire 
vital energy to chewing bread and meat. The 
air was filled with the cutting and grinding of 
teeth and the cries for more. These latter 
Were sometimes interfered with. When the lady 
with the dead white face, indicating a predilee- 
tion for mnch beer, jostled the small boy in front 
of her she said: 

“Sure ye have a right to go away whin ye’ve 
had wan already.” 

Whereupon the small boy, uninfluenced by 
respect for age, captured the next one which 
came and slid out deftly to swallow it, while 
another boy equally deft took his place and kept 
the pale lady hungry. 

The ox was a greatattraction. It filled every- 
body’s stomach and attracted the entire throng. | 
It changed gradually from a round big carcase 
to a skeleton of bare bones. There was notacut 
left. Just before it became entirely barren, the 
head was removed by Mr. Cashman. This with 
the skin will constitute a stuffed ox in the hall 
of the association. It isone of the customs of 
the society. By 5:30 the district had finished 
eating. Then the band struck up. 

There was a great stir. The ladies began to 
peel off their sacques and cloaks, Tie girls ran. 
One would have thought that dancing was the 
chief industry of life. In a democratic republic 
and a democratic city the district began to dance 
the same dances to exactly the same music as 
would be heard at a Delmonico ball or a Fifth- 
avenue reception. Everybody danced excspt 
the mothers and the fat ladies. They looked on 
with a complacent smile of assumed sympathy 
which concealed their disgust that they were 
not asked to dance themselves. Down stairs a 
fifeand a fiddle were going, and some of the 
good mothers footed it merrily in jig dueta to 
the inspirimg tune. They were barred in the 
ballroom, however. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock Alderman Divver came 
up the stairs to the ballroom. He was gorgeous 
in a badge of red satin ribbons and gold, which 
bore the inscription “Standard Bearer.” He 
Was surrounded by many men with many 
badges. Mark Anthony, the floor manager, had 
one of white satin and gold. Peter Beyer, the 
Vice-President, wore one of green and silver. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms wore cardinal and gold. 
The badges were brilliant. There were badges 
everywhere, and the room seemed to be 
full of them. The _srowded hall stood 
still when the Alderman appeared. In ad- 
dition to the dancing a flock of small boys 
had been tobogganing, with sboes and without, 
over the polished floor. They and everybody 
else stopped to see the Alderman as he marched 
with his party quietly down the ball. To the 
meagre vision of the small boys Alderman Div- 
ver was the greatest manin world. They gazed 
at him admiringly. 

He responded by the easiest possible courtesy, 
smiling here and there and calling most of the 
ladies by name. 
derman Divver. 

eople. 

He took his eae f into a private room, hand- 
somely papered and hung with cretonne curtains 
of sellow and brown. This was a little special 
spread for the other Aldermen present and his 
friends. After several bottles of champagne 
had popped and passed, Alderman Divver sat 
hack complacent and comfortable. 

He was a man who appeared to be 35, but 
acknowledged 42. He was stont, of medium 
height, and square shouldered. His address was 
polished whenever he chose, but had in it noth- 
ing assuming, nothing that could offend tbe 
crowd of men who constantly came iu to intro- 
duce somebody to the Alderman. He was quiet- 
ly, but fashionably, dressed, and might have 
walked out of the most fashionable club as far 
as appearances went. Over the wine this ruling 
power in the Second Assembly District and this 
important factor in the firat city of America told 
his story. 

He was born in Treland and was brought to 
this city by his parents when 2 years old. He 
grew upin New-York, went to school in City 
Hall-place, was apprenticed when he grew up 
toa manufacturer of morocco, and married at 
18. His employer discovered that he was mar- 
ried and the father of two children 13 months 
before bis time expired and kindly made him a 
journeyman without longer waiting. A strike 
occurred and be had a family to support. He went 
to Newark. He fe}l out of work therethrough the 
development of the metropolitan strike and his 
family were hungry. He wasready and anxious 
even to sweep the streets there, but had no in- 
finence. He had a wealthy friend named Somers 
who now lives on Lock-street Hill, in Newark. 
Somers had takena fancy to him and used to 
take him toride. Somers asked him to tind for 
him a porter anda hostler, and Divver recom- 
mended a man for each place who was accepted. 
He was too proud to tell hisown needs and his 
own hunger. Finally a man went to Somers 
and told hima man named Divver wanted a 
place inthe public works and thereby Somers 
discovered his friend’s needs. This was the 
Alderman’s start. 

This story, which is both true and interesting, 
is interrupted by Peter Beyer, who comes in 
feeling very happy. Peter hasa sui generis yell 
which is * Filli-bi-loot,” and the place echoes 
withit. But everybody else is feeling happy 
and everybody joins in the yell. 

Alderman Divver continues. He tells how he 
got into politics—the natural destiny of every 
quick-brained Irishman. How Kirk was run- 
ning ror Alderman and couldn’t carry the dis- 
trict, and John Kelly came to him (Divver) and 
induced him torun. How he was beaten by 136 
votes the first year. and then, getting mad, 
determined to be Alderman, and carried the dis- 
trict next year by 900. He refers to a good 
many facta which would not interest a city of 
indifferent citizens who, wrapped up in their 
private business, are content to let their public 
rights take care of themselves. The story is 
interesting. It is interrupted, however by an 
enthusiastic dozen of partisans, who tell Alder- 
man Divver that the grand march is waiting for 
its Alderman to lead. 

He leads it. Down the polished floor, with 
Sergt. Hogan’s pretty sister, he marches at the 
head of the line. He keeps his derby hat on be- 
cause they all do. The young men, the maidens, 
the boys and girls, the fathers and the mothers 
all join in the grand march. The whole house 
keeps time to the flaring music of the band, 
They march, countermarch, form twos, fours, 
and eights in the various combinations that 
Floor Manager Authony has lain awake nights 
to arrange.

Iam sure Mr. Barrett himself never 
authorized such an announcement, for it is 
utterly without foundation, and I, as the man- 
ager of Miss Anderson for next season, am at lib- 
erty to say that there is no truth in the story of 
the engagement whatever. Mr. Barrett may have 
dreamed of such a combination as is described 
in the story; he may even have made overtures 
to Miss Anderson looking tothe realization of 
auch adream; | can’t say anything about that. 
But [can say distinctly that Mary Anderson 
will make thetour of this country under my 
management next season, and that she will not 
act with Mr. Barrett unless something at pres- 
ent unforeseen occurs to release her from her 
contract with me. I engaged her for aseason 
beginning in November, 1888, before [ left Lon- 
don, and [have heard of nothing since to indi- 
cate that she has any desire to be released from 
that engagement, while [I certainly have no 
reason to wish to release myself. Miss Ander- 
son will probably be as surprised as Lam to 
learn that her time has been disposed of in a 
company of Mr. Barrett’s choosing without con- 
sulting either her or me.” 

“Have you made any arrangement for the 
tour yet?” the reporter asked. 

“The time of the beginning of our contract is 
too far distant to think of forming auy plans 
yet. Itis morethan a year ahead. Miss Ander- 
son has made a great hit in Shakespeare’s ‘ Win- 
ter’s Tale’ in London, but she makes great hits 
in all her characters, and it is impossible to de- 
termine so farahead what she will do when I 
bring her home again. There is time enough to 
think of that.” 


COLUMBIA’S NEW TERM. 


A PROFESSOR APPOINTED AND THE CANE 
QUESTION DISCUSSED. 

The different schools of Columbia College 
began their year’s work yesterday, and the 
Trustees held their regular monthly meeting. 
The most important business transacted was 
the acceptance of an offer from the Trustees of 
Temple Emanu-El to guarantee for a period of 
five years the salary of a Professor of Rabinical 
Literature, including Hebrew, Syriac, and 


kindred tongues. The conditions were that 
the Professor should furnish the donors 
with a report of the progress madé, and 
that the Trustees of Temple Emanu-El! should 
have the right to present a name for occupant 
of the chair, subject to confirmation by the 
Trustees of the college. The course of study is 
to be arranged by the President of the college 
and the Professor. The donors promise if the 
results are satisfactory to wake the endowment 
permanent. The name of Richard J. H. Gottheil, 
Ph. D., formerly lecturer on the Syriac lan- 
guage and literature, was presented and he was 
appointed to the Professorship. 

William A. Dunning, Ph. D., a graduate of the 
School of Political Science, Class of ’85, was ap- 
pointed prize lecturer in that school for three 
years. . President Barnard was authorized to 
make engagements with Professors of the col- 
lege and others to continue the Saturday morn- 
ing free public lectures which were held last 
year in the Law School building. The 
Trustees considered the question of changing 
the corporate title of the college to Columbia 
Univeraity, and of making changes in the vari- 
ous courses to more fully realize the university 
idea. Action was postponed until the subject 
had had more mature consideration. 

During his talk to the students 1n the chapel 
yesterday morning President Barnard earnest- 
ly deprecated cane rushing and similar demon- 
strations. This year’s Sophomores seem to have 
had a disposition to give up these ancient observ- 
ances and made none of the usual aggressions 
on the Freshmen until several members of that 
class were seen going to their class meeting 
yesterday bearing the tabooed cane. Thereupon 
the Sophomores proceeded to the room, pulled 
open the doors, and stopped the meeting. No 
damage was done to the students or to college 
property. The Sophomores will meet this after- 
noon and decide astotheir position in the matter 
ofthe annual cane rush, usually held at the 
Manhattan Athletic Grounds.

THAT FIFTH INSPECTOR.

Under the 
claims of these respective organizations the 
question arose whether the appointment of the 
additional inspectors belonged to Irving Hallor 
whether either one of the two labor organiza- 
tions, and which ones had the right of successor- 
ship tothe divided labor party, or whether the 
additional inspectors should be divided among 
all or between two of them.

IN TROUBLE ONCE MORE 


“ BIG” FINLEY CHARGED WITH 
CHEATING A MILLIONAIRE. 
HE IS ARRESTED ON HIS ARRIVAL 
FROM EUROPE AND A STORY OF MINE 
SALES COMES OUT. 


Henry H. Finley, ‘of Washington, Colonel 
on Gen. Warren’s staff, lawyer of 41 Cornhill, 
London, one of the managers of Samuel J. T11- 
den’s campaign, mining expert,” &c., gen- 
erally known as “ Big” Finley, because of his 
girth, stature, and yarns, walked down the 
gangplank yesterday soon after the steamer 
Arizona arrived. As he did so he was tapped on 
the arm by a detective and arrested on a war- 
rant charging him with swindling the million- 
aire whaling Captain and mine owner, Ebenezer 
Morgan, of Groton, Conn., out of $1,929. He 
went to Police Headquarters, secured the 
services ofa lawyer, and at the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court faced the complainant, a horpy- 


handed and weather-beaten old man of 70, and 
his counsel. 


Mr. Morgan said that early in 1886 he em- 
ployed Finley to go to Colorado and look after 
his interests in the Great Animas Mine. That 
Fall Finley wanted money—$2,000. He said he 
had failed to get his fees from a woman for 
whom he had prosecuted one of tho Alabama 
claims, and promised to pay when she settled 
with him. Believing these representations, 
Morgan gave him $25 and a check for $1,929. 

Finley produced what appeared to be an agree- 
ment, made in London on June 30, 1886, between 


himself and Morgan to the effect that Morgan, 
being an owner of valuable mining property in 
Colorado, and, needing counsel, and Finley being 
a lawyer, Finley agreed to give advice and pro- 
mote the sale of the property for $6,000 in cash, 
all expenses, and one-fourth of the proceeds of 
the lease or sale. Finley claimed that the money 
obtained trom Morgan was tn part settlement of 
this contract. 

Morgan repudiated the contract and said his 
signature tu it wasaforgery. He said he was 
introduced to Finley py Prof. J. H. MeChesney. 

“‘T remember hita,” interrupted Justice Duffy; 
“‘T had him before me twice for drunkenness.” 

Morgan admitted that the Professor sometimes 
“indulged.” He went on to say that he had 
spent $150,000 to get his mines “through.” The 
Great Animas Mine was valued at £40,000, and 
he charged that Finley conspired to get him to 
sell it for 225,000, 80 that he and confederates 
could pocket the balance. His acquaintance with 
the “ Colonel” had cost him $12,000, and he con- 
sidered him a humbug. 

Justice Duffy said he would hold the prisoner 
for examination or send the case to the District 
Attorney. Finley wanted to be paroled, but was 
held in $3,000 bail. Being unable to procure it, 
he was sent to the court prison. 

There he said he thought his character would 
compare favorably with that of his accuser. He 
had only to refer to the suit of ex-Congresswan 
August H. Brandegee against Morgan. Morgan 
subscribed $5,000—or put down his name for 
that amount—tfor a Baptist church. When the 
collector called he repudiated his signature. He 
compromised the case by paying $4,550, and 
then boasted that he had saved $450, 

Finley said Morgan and Prof. McChesney 
came to his officein London. They were in 
trouble with their Scotch investors about the 
title to a mine in Idaho known as the Atalanta. 
They employed Finley to goto Scotland to ne- 
gotiate for its sale to Scotch capitalists. He 
contracted to sell the mine for £600,000to James 
Wylie Guild, of Glasgow. Then they wanted 
him to look after the Great Animas Mine. Fin- 
ley went to Colorado, secured atitle by selling 
the property, buying it in, and getting a Sheriff’s 
title. 6 then prepared to go to London with 
Morgan to sell the mine, which was a good 
property. Morgan had been gambling in stocks 
ana his brokers, Owens & Mercer, failed. It 
happened that on the day Finley asked 
Morgan for $2,000, according to the 
terms of the contract, Morgan received 
the settlement of his account with his brokers 
in a check for $1,929. This he indorsed and 
gave to Finley. He might have told Morgan 
about the woman with the Alabama claim, but 
the reason for getting the $2,000 was the con- 
tract. 

Now, the Alabama claim business, Finley said, 
was this: James A. Borland, of New-York, had 
a claim of $15,000 or $16,000. His lawyer, Je- 
rome F. Manning, was dtsbarred in the last days 
of the commission and Finley was appointed in 
his place. The claim was allowed, but it had 
not been collected and Borland’s widow had not 
paid the fees. 

As to the contract of last January, Finley sued 
Morgan in the Court of Queen’s Bench at Lon- 
don to recover $6,000, and the suit is still pend- 
ing. He quarreled with Morgan & McChesney 
because the latter objected to paying his share 
of Finley’s expenses. Finley believed his arrest 


ame the purpose of offsetting the suit in Eng- 
and.
